Qu er f.c. May 7 .—The steam ship Titania of the 
Donaldson line of steam ers arrived here at Ii this 
evening, with twenty-four of the crew bf Hie 
wrecked State of Florida. 
About 120 persons, 
passengers and crew, were drowned, only forty- 
lour being saved. 
Ten of these passengers, with 
the remaining persons who were 
saved, are 
on 
the 
Therese 
of 
Christiana, 
aud 
are 
expected here In a day or so. 
The captain 
mud chief officers 
of 
the 
ship went down 
w ith 
It, 
Mr. 
Allan, 
the 
third 
officer, 
alone being 
saved. 
Tile 
account 
of 
the 
disaster given by this gentleman and rn" in hers of 
the crew is that it took place about l l o ’clock at 
night, when everybody was in bed, the ship then 
being about 1200 miles west of tile most westerly 
point of Ireland. 
The night was very clear, al­ 
though there was no moon, and tile sea was uh 
calm as gla-s. 
Suddenly those ou watch saw a 
red light on the starboard bow bearing down on 
them. The order was given to stop aud reverse 
engines. 
The third officer called out “Collision,'’ 
mud immediately a bark, the Pomona of Chatham, 
N . 
B., 
struck 
the 
side 
of 
tile 
steamer 
With terrific force, knocking a Dole six feet square 
In it. 
The bara sank Instantly, many of tim men 
going down in their beds, only the captain and two 
men being able to secure a small boat, by means 
of which they escaped. 
Immediately after the 
collision tile State of Florida began to settledtywn, 
and the captain gave the order to lower the boats. 
Tim passengers were aroused aud told to save 
them selves. 
I hey rushed on deck immediately in 
rn dazed and bewildered condition, and 
A C om plete P a n it K ntiied. 
Tile crew and passengers ran frantically to and 
Iro, the women went Into hysterics, most of the 
officers lost their heads, and suddenly with a fear­ 
ful plunge Hie steamer careened and went down, 
taking with It its terror-stricken crowds on hoard. 
Fifteen minutes after the red ligljt was ^ en 120 
persons had been drowned. 
Four boats had been 
lowered, aud Iii 
these 
were some fifty per­ 
sons. 
One 
of 
the 
boats, 
however, 
was 
too heavily 
loaded, 
and 
it 
capsized. 
Five 
men managed to crawl on to,p of the keel, which 
they clung to all nli*ht, tile cold water breaking 
over them aud chilling them to tile bone. One un­ 
fortunate iellow, named Donaldson, became stuck 
fast under tile bars of tile boat, and remained 
underneath all night. 
He could be heard moan­ 
ing, but towards morning lie became unconscious. 
One of the other boats rescued these people in the 
morning, and relieved the Imprisoned mariner by 
breaking in tim bottom of the boat with their 
oars. 
The boats then got together and proceeded 
in a body. 
They had no water, aud for thirty-six 
hours they drifted on tho water,

help, and toe conduct of the captain Is commented 
on with great bitterness by the shipwrecked peo­ 
ple, 
The Louise of Cardiff, however, relieved tile 
T herese of twenty-four of lier load, and on the filii 
cf May transferred them to the Titania. 
The 
Therese will not arrive In port for a couple of 
days, 
and 
pending 
Its 
arriv.il it 
will be 
Impossible to ascertain who were those lost on the 
bark Pomona, as Hie captain and the two sailors 
are on board the Therese. 
She belongs to 
Liver- 
pool, although registered at Chatham, N. B., and 
and ltad a crew of fourteen. 
Only two women were saved. 
The stewardess. 
Jane McFarlaue, was only saved by the sacrifice 
of the life of the first engineer, a Mr. Bain. who 
returned to the ship from tile boat and rescued 
ber. 
He had not time to get into the boat, how­ 
ever, before the ship went down, carrying with 
ber tile gallant and heroic engineer. 
The survivors tell terrible stories of their expe­ 
riences. 
Those wlio clung to the bottom of boat 
Ho. 2 and drifted all night, the cold waves heating 
over them at regular intervals, fared horribly. 
lint no one lost Imp", and towards morning they 
succeeded iii hailing one of the oilier boats. 
All 
night long they 
could hear people kicking, 
groaning 
and choking underneath tile I loaf. 
Towards morning the noise ceased and they came 
to Hie conclusion that their mates had succumbed. 
W hen they were rescued they broke through the 
bottom of tile boat with oars. 
Eight dead I todies 
were floating there. 
A man named Donaldson 
Was still alive, although unconscious from the 
effects of his long imprisonment.

M o n t r e a l, May 8.—A special despatch from 
Quebec says the details of the loss of tile State of 
Floritft from the lips of the survivors indicate 
that gross negligence existed. The evasive replies 
of the officers are of them selves not suspicious. 
Borne of the survivers testify that Third Officer 
Allan alone seemed equal to the occasion. 
Jam es 
Bennett of London says tile first officer was no­ 
where, and even after the wreck Allan took charge 
of ihe whole party of survivors. 
It is a singular 
coincidence that Allan was on board the Anchor 
Hue steamer Hibernia when she was wrecked iii 
1868, with a loss of 108 lives, and that that Jli- 
lated vessel was then commanded by the present 
captain of the City of Rome. 
Allan insists that 
the City of Rome actually refused to give assist­ 
ance. 
Mr. Allan is a typical Scotch 
sailor, 
bronzed and rugged, with a clear head and a 
ready baud. 
He is the hero of the hour, and 
bears his lienors witli becoming modesty. 
When 
complimented tip"n ins gallant 
behavior, 
Mr. 
Allan sa'd: “I only did my duty, and I did not do 
tiiat any too well.” 
He spoke in terms of praise 
of Captain Munroe of the City of Rome, and while 
lie is sure tile City of Rome understood hts sig­ 
nals, which lie was at great pains to be accurate 
w ith, he was equ thy sure Captain Munroe was not 
made aware ut them, else In- would not have disre­ 
garded their lequest. 
Mr. Allan says tile City 
of Rome answ eied his signals wail the pennant 
•ignat, winch indicated that they were under­ 
stood. 
Wneu askcdJf tile look"Ut man on Hie 
Florida was saved Mr. Allan said no. 
When 
asked lf lie must not have deeu asleep, that lie did 
tool see the bark’s light, he said emphatically no. 
when asked how it was, then, that he did not re­ 
port the light, he said: “Now, I haven’t anything 
In n her to say, and ihat is flat; I belong to the 
company and I am not going to say anything that 
will condemn my ship.’’ 
But iwo of tim survivors are women — Eliza 
( Aurelia.is aud Jane McFarland, Hie stewardess, 
who was so gallantly rescued by Chief Engineer 
J.ai,n,e s . Balu, and for whom the brave fellow 
yielded up Isis life. 
lite 
gallant 
oilier 
engineer, 
John 
Bain, 
served for the last nine years on tile State of 
Georgia, ttie State of Virginia and the State of 
H onda. Chief Engineer John Anderson of the 
Blate of Nebraska said of him today: “ The story

The shock was sufficient to arouse tile 
soundest of sleepers. Tfie cries of passengers and 
crew were drcadtul. It was every one for himself. 
There was no system, no order, and Hie officers 
lost all Influence, not only over the passengers, 
bot over Hie crew. 
No attem pt was made to effect 
Hie escape in a system atic manner, and every­ 
body added to the excitement. 
Jonah Hale, a collier, says: “The cries of pas­ 
sen g er and crew battled description. 
The sight 
of man after man jumping overboard and disap­ 
pearing irom view will not soon fade. 
A woman 
attempted to throw' lier baby to one of Hie 
boats, but the infant sank 
In 
sight 
of 
its 
mother, who threw 
herself 
after 
Hie 
baby, 
and boti! went out of sight together. 
There 
was not the least order enforced. 
Among the 
lost was one family returning to N m thuriiberland 
composed of husband, wile, six sons and one 
daughter, not one ol whom e-c iped. 
While float­ 
ing in life-boat No. 8. the City bf Rome steamed 
past. so close.Unit tliev could iiot tail to have seen 
us, but they did not attem pt to help us. 
A pian 
about sixty yam s from us swam around for about 
ail hour, bur at last had to succumb, uttering an 
agonizing cry. 
Jam es Bennett of London, Out., says: “ Every 
one came upon deck In a panic. 
All was con­ 
fusion; men dbl not appear to be under any system 
witli regard to Hie boats, and w ith Hie exception 
of Allan, the officers did not stand to them. The 
steamer started again, and this gave false con­ 
fidence; Hie passengers could not b egot into Hie 
boats, many saying they would walt and see what 
Hie captan din. 
As an Instance, there was the 
case ot Mrs. Woods aud family and Mrs. Shack- 
leton, lie also Hunks Miss Murray, who would nut 
go into Hie boats. The ropes weird not work. 
Some were cut by a sailor, ami that boat went 
down and turned bottom up. 
Tile scene at lins 
moment was heartrending. 
Elizabeth Colback, In 
a Ire zy of terror and excitement, threw lier child. 
a little girt of three years, but it dropped inlo Hie 
sea. 
After our boat was overturned, and while we 
were clinging to tile keel, we huddled close to­ 
gether, so the warmth iii our bodies would keep 
us more comfortable. 
Meanwhile we plainly saw 
that three boats were floating about, and that 
they were obeying orders from a boat 
that 
had a light. 
'I lie I oatswaiu’s boat had six 
men In it, aud we nailed it in piteous tones all 
m ein. Once it came very near us. 
One of us 
called Hie boast wa in by name, and lie answered, 
"W hat do yon want?” "There are only five of us 
here,” we replied; “Come am it ike us off.” 
The 
answer was, “ Yes; walt, I’m g o n g to see if there’* 
any chance to pick up any person from the 
steam er,” 
The steward implored him not to 
leave us. 
Had he come to us then, we could have 
saved at least eight men that were under the boat, 
and I think Mr. King was among them, but 
tile 
boatswain 
passed 
by ami 
did 
not 
come back. 
Now and again 
Hie 
poor fel­ 
lows under Hie 
boat cried out. 
We 
would 
answer. “ Help will soon come. Try and keep up.” 
But one by one they died, and at last we could 
hear nothing. Our hearts sank when we saw Hie 
light go out on Hie leading boat, which we after­ 
wards learned was the Hurd mate’s. We remained 
close together. 
By aud by Hie breeze freshened, 
and Hie w a v e s dasimd upon us. First we felt them 
Jap our ankles, then our knees: by aud bv they 
reached higher, and our misery was terrible as 
the sea broke over us. 
As morning dawned, the third mate saw us and 
ordered the boatswain to our assistance, 
We 
were taken off, and thejauggestlou was made to 
get out the men under Ute boat who might lie 
alive. A sailor in the oilier boat said no one could 
be 
alive, and 
Hie boat 
had 
netter be left. 
At 
tiiis 
Hie 
Norwegian 
lamplighter jumped 
tip witli an oar and threatened to brain the sailor 
unless he shut Up. lie then Jumped on tile boat 
mid battered it in. 
Mitchell was there alive, but 
lie was delirious ami refused to come out. 
At 
jills the boatswain ordered them to pull him out. 
Ile was nearly suffocated, and tire rest were all 
dead.” 
Then the trials of the men began 
They chased 
several vessels without success. Tile boatswain’s 
boat had been partly stove in when near the cap­ 
sized boat. 
'i here was no water or food in It, and 
they had to bail constantly to keep all at. 
At 
length they cha*! d Hie Thi-resu, and, lo their great 
joy, niter several hours Were rescued.” 
The conduct of the captain is warmly defended 
bv the crew; it is the only subject they will speak 
of. 
They insist that he was on the bridge giving 
orders 
to 
Hie 
last, 
that 
he 
died 
like a 
sailor. 
Bennett and others say that he seemed 
to 
do 
ills 
duty, 
Miiciiell 
says 
he 
was 
in the water up to his neck all night under the 
boat, and that there was only six or seven indies 
between Ute root ol the boat and the water. None 
of Ids companions could swim, nor could he, aud 
so they aid not dare to t*y aud get out 
A fireman says he caum a account for the boat 
starting up again, as when lie en the engine-room 
the engines had been stopped and deserted. 
He 
praises the captain’s decision and coolness. 
A steamship man of great experience, who has 
made a specialty of investigating mysterious acci­ 
dents at sea. says: “The same old chance was 
evidently taken and Hie steamer undertook to run 
across the bark’s bows. 
There was a miscalcula­ 
tion of the distance or Hie rate or approach, aud 
when too late a riugliig of bells and losing of 
heads." 
An evening parer publishes an interview with 
an officer of the steamer, who does not for obvious 
reasons wish Ids mime mentioned. 
He intimates 
verv strongly that the reason the ship sank so 
quickly was that the “ water-tight” compartments 
were built In a shinny way, and lie alleges that 
they are improperly built Iii many Clyde-built 
steamers, and that the public is greatly befogged 
on this matter.

S i x M o r e S u r v iv o r * o f t h e W r e c k . R e a c h 
Q u e b e c . 
Q u e b e c , May 12.—The remainder of the sur­ 
vivors of the steam ship State of Florida arrived 
here lust night on board tile hark Theresa, which 
picked them up on the ocean. 
They are: 
James 
Thompson, chief officer; W. llislock, second en­ 
gineer; Jane Macfarlaue, stewardess, and Cap­ 
tain Heyburn of the colliding bark. 
Thompson is 
very much dejected, and will not talk, 
llislock 
says Captain bad.cr was as cool as Allan was. 
He also says it was twenty-three minutes after 
the collision before the steamer sank. 
Miss M ac­ 
lu ria tie speaks In terms of admiration of the chief 
engineer who saved her lire. Captain Hey Im rn of 
tile Foil et na can give no lijfonnation as to tho 
cause of the accident. 
He bad retired halt an 
hour heinie Hie collision, which knocked hun out 
of bed, aud three minutes after he found himself 
iii Hie sea. 
All hands were washed clear of the 
deck. 
The oilier two saved from the w ieck of Hie 
l’onema are Tiiomas Wilson of Shot anil and 
An. em Rosa of Trieste. 
Tile lost are: W illiams, 
m ate; K nudsoii,second m ate; Fullerton, stew ard; 
Bion, carpenter; Not man, Shaw, Davison, Jacob­ 
sen, 
Paul BuslK, 
Lyons, 
Johustou and two 
Italians. 
Tim mate W illiams was on duty when the dis­ 
aster occurred, aim the Captain saw none of his 
officers alter the collision. 
“Did you see the Florida?” inquired Hie cor­ 
respondent of Captain Heyburn. 
“ I aid not see lier at all.” was the reply; “did 
not kuow site ibid gone down. 
In fact I did not 
know what struck us.” 
"How did you get to a boat, captain?” 
"I don’t know. 
We found ourselves on the keel 
of one of our own boats. 
There were we three 
and poor Paul Bustk. 
At er we had been ten 
hours out, Busik became Insensible. 
He moaued 
and raved, and in a few hours he died.” 
Captain Hanson, was asked "How near did the 
City of Rome pass y u.” 
••Within three ship lengths. 
We hung the en­ 
sign upside down, tile usual sigil of distress, and 
she hoisted her answering pennant, I.ut never 
slowed.” 
Heyburn, 
Hanson. Miss Macfarl me, 
His.<>ck and others agreed as to this. They also 
deny the possibility ox the signal not having been 
seen, and when told that the City of Rome Te­ 
noned Hie Theresa with a shipwrecked crew, 
Insisted that they never signalled the fact, but 
shouted fiom 
the 
forecastle. 
They 
shouted: 
“Com eback; we have the crew of the Florida,” 
but beyond hanging < ut their pennant the steam ­ 
ship took no notice of them. 
A later despatch from Quebec states that little 
satisfactory information com erniug the cause of 
the disaster to the steamer State of Floriua and 
the 
bark 
Poiiema 
can 
be 
obtained 
from 
tim 
recently 
arrived 
survivors 
of 
Hie 
vessels. 
Captain 
Heyburn refused positively 
to be interviewed. 
From one of the sailors, how­ 
ever, It was ascertained that Hie lights on the 
steamer had been seen from Hie Poiiema for a 
long time before Hie collision occurred. 
But, re­ 
lying on Hie nautical law, wbicli provides that ail 
steamers shall make room for sal mg vessels, they 
beld on their course, show lag a red light lo give 
the steamer warning of their approach. 
No one 
of the rescued patly seems to understand the 
cause of the collision. 
Severe indeed were tile 
hardships of the crew of the Poiiema. 
They are 
all insufficiently clothed, and as they appeared at 
the police headquarters this morning, presented 
an appearance oi utter wretchedness. Que sailor 
had no clothing but an undershirt a cd a ragged 
pair of trousers. The conduct of the captain of 
Hie City cf Rome, who steamed by the hark 
Theresa when the latter was within hailing dis­ 
tance, Is bitterly denounced 
by

MORRISON’S BILL KILLED. 


Victory Turned Into Defeat at 
the Last Moment 


The Froteetionists Strike Out the Enact­ 


ing Clause of the Morrison Bill 


By the Defection of Three Men Who 
Had Agreed to Support It. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 12.—The revenue reformers 
were defeated in the House of Representatives last 
Thursday, and the enacting clause of the Morrison 
tariff bill was strucl; out by a vote of 169 to 15.'. 
Tills vote ends tariff agitation 
for the 
next 
twelve months at least, renders ail adjourn­ 
ment of Congress by the 26th of Juno prob­ 
able, and overturns the Democratic programme 
for a presidential campaign on the free trade 
issue. 
Forty-one 
Democrats 
voted with 
Hit: 
Republican* to strike out the enacting clause of 
tile bill. 
Four 
Republicans, Messrs. 
Nelson, 
White, Strait aud Wakefield of M innesota, voted 
with Hie Democrats to further consider the meas­ 
ure, and two Republicans, Messrs. Anderson and 
Jam es, who voted originally to 
take lip the 
bill, returned to the party fold and supported 
the motion to strike out Hie enacting clause. 
When the House met this morning, the revenue 
reformers had a clear majority with which to 
defeat Hie motion. 
Lamb of 
Indiana, Mulier 
of New York, George D. W ise anil Barbour of 
Virginia, llenley, 'Pulley and Glasscock of cali­ 
fornia, 
who 
had 
originally 
voted 
against 
consideration of the bill, wero understood to be 
willing to oppose the motion to strike out, 
I .amb, 
Barbour and Henley stood by Hie free traders and 
gave them their votes, I ut Muller, Wise and 
'Pulley at tho last moment jollied Hie ranks of Hie 
protectionists, ’and their 
votes, together with 
those of 
Messrs. 
Anderson 
and 
Jam es, Re­ 
publicans, 
and 
Campbell 
of 
Pennsylvania 
aud Sumner of California, 
who were absent 
on the first vote and unpaired, gave the victory 
to Hie opponents of tim Morrison bill. There were 
314 
representatives 
voting 
iii 
the 
House. 
Eight Republican representatives were absent, 
paired, aud Messrs. Barr of Pennsylvania and 
Robinson of New York were absent 
impaired, 
making the full quota of representatives. 
At l l 
the House met and resolved itself imm ediately into 
committee of the whole, with Cox In the chair. 
Blown of Pennsylvania began Hic discussion with a 
speech in opposition. 
W hile lie was talking the 
galleries rapidly tilled, until every scat was taken, 
and Hie lute arrivals stood iii the gallery door and 
blockaded the passage. 
M e . It>,iu la ll O p e n e d t h e H a l l , 
As lie arranged a pile of manuscript on his desk 
and began lo speak, Hie hum ot conversation 
ceased. The member* look seats, and lie was paid 
Hie compliment of earnest attention.

HO W T O G R O W C R O P S P R O F IT A B L Y . 


ARTICLE KO. 
G R A N * . 
Tht* Is by far th e most im portant crop grown in 
foe New England States, or w herever dom estic 
anim als are raised. 
It is the common herbage on 
Milch cattle feed. 
In 18G3 the hay crop of New England was 
4.789.870 acres; in 1881, 3,902.349; a decrease 
of 887 521 acres. 
The average product per acre 
w as a trifle over a ton, being .S6 In M aine, .90 in 
New H am pshire, 1.10 in V erm ont, 1.12 in M assa­ 
chusetts, 1.15 In Rhode Island, and I ton in 
Connecticut. 
In 18G3, the to tal num ber of acres in corn, 
w heat, rye, oats, barley, buckw heat and potatoes 
w as 1,246,802 acres; in 1881, 9G7.G91 acres; a 
decrease of 2W .111 acres. This shows the grass 
crop in 1863 was nearly four tim es the num ber of 
acres of all the other crops com bined; and in 
1881 the proportion does not m aterially differ. 
It 
b au ld be natural to expect, w ith a decrease of the 
grass crop, a decrease in dom estic anim als, and it 
appears there were.

H orses have Increased, as have also cows, but 
not more, relatively, than the Increase of popula­ 
tion during these eighteen years, while cattle and 
oxen and sheep, have largely decreased; sheep- 
over ODe-half, notw ithstanding 
the 
protection 
afforded to them by the duty on wool. 
I t Is rea­ 
sonable to conclude th a t If our grass lands have 
diminished, and oti§ stock decreased, th at our 
pastures have shared In like proportions. 
W hen 
It Is taken Into consideration that the grass on the 
farm, com prising both pastures and mowings, is 
nearly the whole value of m ost of the farm s, it Is 
•ecu how alarm ingly our agricultural interests 
have retrograded; we are not today where we 
were thirty years ago, w hereas we should have 
ncreased during th at time. 
■ G rass is the m ost favorable crop th a t can be 
frown, from the fact th at it requires but little 
rapital, labor or m achinery. 
Thus it w ould ap­ 
pear to be the last crop to fall behind, aud as such 
is really the case, it should be the first to receive 
attention to restore our w aning agriculture, en­ 
hance the value of our farm s, retain our popula­ 
tion and Increase our stock, the latter of which Is 
as piofitablc a branch of farm ing as is done, but 
which requires grass and good pasture. 
T here­ 
fore, to revive our agricultural interests, we m ust 
first turn our attention to our grass lands, and the 
other orops will follow in due course. 
Clay or 
heavy loam lands are the most suitable for grass, 
and once well seeded will im prove, thicken up and 
bear heavier crops for m any years, and can be 
kept In perm anent grass as long as desired, pro­ 
viding they are kept properly m an u red ; for you 
cannot take off for successive years the crop, 
w ithout returning m anure la some form to keep up 
the fertility of th e soil.

And it will be found In practice th at 
IOO pounds m uriate of potash, 80 per cent,. 
IOO pouuds n itrate of soda, 
IOO pouuds fine-ground Charleston phosphate. 
IOO pouuds soda ash, 80 per cent., 
300 pounds lime, 
(the three first m ixed together and wet down, to 
intim ately blend th e m ; then the two la st m ixed 
together and added to the first, aud all well mixed 
together, costing at present wholesale m arket 
prices about eight dollars per acre) will not only 
keep up but improve the fertility of the soil and 
avoid the necessity of the present practice of every 
few years breaking it up, cultivating it iii potatoes, 
corn or other crops tor a few years, and tiien re­ 
seeding to grass with or without graiu ot some kind. 
I t is expensive to break up grass land; it requires 
labor to cultivate the crops, before it is again laid 
down, and this with the cost of the grass seed 
w hen laid dow n, deters many from attem pting it. 
C onsequently the land Is neglected, and the crop 
dim inishes, till it does not pay for cu ttin g ; it is 
then turned into pasture, w here filially bushes 
and m osses take possession of the soil, and ten 
or m ore acres are required to pasture one cow, 
when a t the m ost two should suffice; this, with 
the mowing lands yielding b u t one-half w batrthey 
should, nearly doubling the cost of the hay ob­ 
tained, offers but poor encouragem ent to grow 
stock for profit, aud obliges one to keep only those 
which are absolutely necessary to do the w ork on 
the farm . T hus the old proverb is exem plified, 
"w ithout dung, no c ro p s; w ithout cattle, no dung; 
w ithout grass, no cattle.’' 
If land at the present tim e in mowing Is too un­ 
even to work to advantage w ith the present labor­ 
saving baying im plem ents, it should be broken 
up aud cultivated for a time, and wben again laid 
down Hliould be treated with care,to have it smooth 
aud adapted to be w orked w ith m achinery, 
lf 
already sm ooth and adapted to m achinery, but 
ruu out, the dressing of chem icals before m en­ 
tioned will restore the crop and bring in the best 
grasses. If land is now rn pasture adapted to grass, 
bu t too far distant from the buildings to put it 
Into cultivation for w ant of m anure or expense of 
carting it the distance, 
it can be broken up 
and m anured with chem icals and put into culti­ 
vated crops for two or three years, or a t once laid 
down to grass smooth aud even, ana kept in 
grass, 
lf 
still 
retained 
for 
pastu re it 
is 
full as im portant th a t it should bear nourishing 
grasses and In abundance. 
A pasture th a t will 
c arry ten head of stock Is w orth more th an double 
one th at will carry only five, and there is no way 
so easy or so cheap to double the value of our 
farm s in th eir crop-producing capacity, and, con­ 
sequently their salable value, as to increase the 
growtli of grass on the pastures and mowings. 
This enables m ore stock to be kept, which is 
profitable; the crop Is sent to m arket in a con­ 
centrated form , as iu milk, butter, cheese or 
m eat; m anure is obtained from keeping stock, 
and this can be supplem ented to advantage eith er 
by the aid of chem icals with m anure, or purchased 
bran, cotton seed aud otlmeal for feed, which re­ 
tu rn in m anure a very large part of their cost 
for food. This is no t the case with corn, as the 
m anure m ade from feeding it is of but little more 
value than th a t made from hay. 
T he proportion of soluble m atter yielded by any 
species of grass, whet) m ade Into hay, varies not 
only w ith the grasses when cut, but with the soil, 
the clim ate, tile season, the rapidity of grow th, 
th e variety of seed sown, aud with m any other 
circum stances which are susceptible of constant 
variation. G rass allowed lo go to seed before being 
cu t exhausts the laud to a much greater degree 
th an when cut in blososm, as it is in perfecting its 
seed th a t the crop m akes its greatest d raft on the 
soil, aud, by the tim e Ute seed is form ed, the suc- 
cuieut nature of the grass has changed, its soluble 
m atters—sugar, gum and starch —have been grad­ 
ually form ed Into woody libre, in which state it 
does not possess the nutritive qualities th at it does 
w hen cut in bloom, and is consequently of much 
less value to feed to the stock, 
lf the grass 
Is 
cut 
before 
it 
goes 
to 
seed 
it 
grows 
again, 
and 
will 
continue 
to 
do 
so 
as 
often as it 
is cu t; 
for this 
reason 
grass 
on law ns frequently cut grows thick, but lf the 
grass ripens aud perfects its seed th a t plant has 
perform ed its office aud dies, aud there is a 
vacancy to be filled, either by the spreading of the 
roots of OI her plants or by the scattered seeds of 
the ripened plant. 
In m ost cases, these going 
aw ay with the hay, are lost to the field. 
In pas­ 
tu res, w hen the grass ripens, It sheds its seeds, 
aud although the plant bearing them m ay die it Is 
p erpetuated by the seed left. 
P astures, instead of 
d eterio ratin g by being fed, eau be k ep t im proving 
by ex tra feeding the anim als pastured with bran, 
cotton seed or otlm eal; it is a benefit to the ani­ 
m als as well as the pasture, and rem unerative to 
Hie owner. 
U nless th is is done the pasture as 
w ell as the m owing should receive Us dressing 
every two years, from which not only the quantity 
of the grass is iucreased but also its nutritive 
quality. 
T he m ost valuable constituents of the grass, 
such as the album en, caseine, starch , sugar, etc., 
m ay undergo great and ruinous change by fer- 
m eutation, and w ashing before und after the hay 
Is put in stock or baru, so that lil-m ade bay, ex­ 
posed to rain, may be inferior in n u tritiv e quality 
po the coarsest straw . 
The riper the grass, the 


less soluble m atter does it co n tain ; and soli, | 
season and m anure will equally affect the quality I 
of the hay. 
One field m ay grow a hard, wiry 
grass, while another will croduce a soft and 
flexible 
plant, 
and 
highly 
nutritious 
hay. 
Old 
grass 
fields 
produce 
a 
better 
quality 
of 
hay 
than 
freshly seeded 
ones. 
It is found th at the soluble m atter of hay capable 
of being taken up by cold w ater is as much as 
5 per cent., or nearly one-third tile whole soluble 
m atter of hay. 
From this we can form some 
notion of the injury liable to be produced bv 
every show er of rain which drenches the field 
during hay harvest. 
But hot w ater will ex tract 
over IG p e r cent. of soluble m atter; and, if we 
consider the w arm th of the soil and hay. and 
also 
of 
the 
rain 
in 
sum m er, 
tile 
loss 
Is probably m uch greater th an 5 per cent. 
In 
m aking 
hay, 
all 
these 
points 
m ust 
be tak en into consideration. A load of bay cut 
before seeding, carefully dried, not exposed to 
rain or heavy dews, and put in the barn w ith salt, 
so th a t ferm entation Is im possible, bears a m uch 
higher Intrinsic value than hay carelessly made, 
on which rain lias fallen aud which is put aw ay 
dam p. 
A spirituous smell Is not uncom m on in 
stacks, w hich shows th at the sugar is lost, and 
w ith it. probably, m ost of its nitrogenous constitu­ 
ents. 
Old nay, th at Is, nay which is over a year 
old, other things being equal, is alw ays the m ost 
valuable, aud horses will prosper b etter upon It.

M ic ro 'O rg n n ism s and D isease. 
T he following, from the Scientific A m erican and 
Sanitary Engineer, accords with a hypothesis for 
which we have alw ays contended, nam ely: T h at 
bacilli and bacteria do not m ultiply In perfectly 
sound organ isms. 
Says the Scientific A m erican; 
The public generally was not a little surprised 
when, som ething over two years ago, a G erm an 
professor announced th a t ho bad made such prog­ 
ress in tim m icroscopical exam ination and cultiva­ 
tion of different form s oi bacilli aud bacteria 
as 
to 
lead 
to 
the 
hope 
th at 
thereby a 
m eans m ight be found of checking consum p­ 
tion, typhoid fever, and many other diseases, 
when established, or for their 
prevention, as 
smail-pox is so largely preventable by vaccination. 
Since th at tim e E uropean savants have beeu yet 
more diligently following up this line of investi­ 
gation, m any different form s of m icroorganism s 
nave been successfully cultivated and made to as­ 
sume widely Uifierent variations, so th at one 
which was a virulent poison In one form, for a 
p articu lar organization, m ight he 
inocbous to 
another, and vice versa. 
The end sought in these 
investigations Is to so trace the Im m ediate causes 
and propagators of all diseases as to m aterially 
aid in their prevention and cure, the theory being 
th at inoculation with a mild type of m icro-organ­ 
ism of a certain disease will overcome the more 
virulent, and thus prevent danger from th at dis­ 
ease. 
, 
The know ledge thus obtained has thus far, also, 
been of about alm ost Incalculable benefit in the 
treatm ent of all discases, especially those of a 
contagious nature. It was to enlarge our inform al 
tion in this field th at distinguished F rench and 
G erm an scientists visited 
Egypt 
during 
tho 
cholera of last sum m er; freely endangering their 
lives Iii the prosecution of investigations in the 
hospitals and lazarettos of Cairo aud A lexandria. 
It Is greatly to be regretted, 
however, 
th at 
Am erican experts are contributing so little to this 
branch of the w orld’s know ledge in tills em inently 
hum anitarian field, concerning which we quote 
from the S anitary Engineer: 
L ittle by little, patient w orkers in European 
laboratories are tracing the life histories of the 
m inute organism s which are found in the blood 
and tissues of men and anim als affected witli 
various diseases, ami are learning to distinguish 
those which may be said to cause disease from 
those which only accom pany or follow it. They 
have shown th a t a certain form of pneum onia is 
caused by an organism so m inute th a t it appears 
only as a hardly perceptible dot or speck nuder 
the m ost powerful m icroscope, and yet which, 
nevertheless, they have cultivated In a series of 
tubes, ana w ith the sixth or seventh culture have 
produced in anim als pneum onia precisely like the 
case w ith which they started, showing that it 
breeds as tru e 
as 
w heat 
would 
do. 
Pro­ 
fessor Oulst of H elsingfors announces th a t the 
extrem ely m inute particles of vaccine m atter can 
be cultivated in the sam e way outside the living 
body and with the retention of their specific 
pow ers; and if this discovery be confirmed it 
solves Hie problem proposed by the G rocers’ Com­ 
pany of London, who offered a large prize for the 
discovery of such a process. The last discovery of 
this 
kind 
is 
announced 
by Dr, Struck of 
B erun 
who 
has 
been studying tile 
m icro­ 
organism which 
appears 
to 
be 
the 
cause 
of a 
very 
fatal 
disease 
which 
som etim es 
affects the boues and m arrow of m an, and is 
known to surgeons as acute osteo-m yelitis. 
The 
peculiarity of this organism is th at ii produces no 
apparent ill effects when inoculated In anim als, so 
long as the bones are sound. 
But if a bone in the 
anim al is crushed or injured a few days before the 
inoculation is practiced, 
the 
injured limb is 
rapidly affected by the germ, and death follows in 
from ten to fifteen days. 
The fact th at iii order to 
produce this specific osteo-m yelitls we m ust not 
only have the specific germ present, but m ust also 
have a certain dam aged condition of the tissues, 
is a very suggestive one as indicating a possible 
explanation of the fact th at in other specific dis­ 
eases, such as diphtheria or typhoid, only a few 
out of m any persons qxposed to the specific cause 
m ay suffer any ill effects. 
The soil in which tile 
seed is planted m ust be of the right kind, and 
iu proper condition, or the seed will not m ul­ 
tiply. 
F or some of the specific germs an In­ 
flamed tissue affords the m ost favorable con­ 
ditions; as, for instance, in diphtheria, w here a 
slight sore th ro at from ordinary causes appears 
to strongly predispose to an attack . O thers, again, 
flourish in feeble and poorly nourished persons, 
whoso blood is thiniiei and paler than in health, 
while still others appear to select as their favor­ 
ite victim s the ruddy aud strong, those who are 
apparently in bloom ing health, although such 
cases are exceptional. 
Those who have been 
breathing im pure air, laden with the em anations 
of cesspools, or of sew ers of deposit, which are 
only another form of cesspools, or tile air of over­ 
crow ded tenem ents, which contains alm ost as 
much foul organic m atter as th a t of the cesspool, 
have beeu preparing in their own throat and lungs 
aud blood a suitable medium for the grow Ii and 
reproduction in countless num ber of these deadly 
Utile parasites. 
M uch rem ains to be done In tile 
study of the conditions under which these germ s 
preserve their vitality and m ultiply outside the 
living body; In fact, we are only on the threshold 
of this p a rt of the Inquiry, and yet it Is precisely 
this which Is of the greatest in terest to the health 
officer aud sanitary engineer." 


veloped, aud the sm all pig sim ply fattened and 
finished like a m ature hog; anti when th is Is the 
case, the pig may as well bo killed, for It is too 
late after th at to grow the bones and m uscles 
profitably. 
T he sim plest way to cure this early 
fattening is to tu rn on thin grass, and let it w ear 
off its fat, when you may grow Its fram e and mus­ 
cular system , preparatory to fattening, Into a 
large carcass. 
But Hits will cost much more than 
It conies to, and the m ost profitable thing to do is 


per way to feed the 
je . und 
perhaps a m outh or two beyond, it should be 
sim ply developing Its body Into a condition for 
ripening into a fat hog. 
As we have often said, pig raisers should avoid 
giving young pigs a specially fattening food. 
In 
the dairy there Is plenty of sklm-inilk. which is 
well adapted to grow the young pig, as It Is rich In 
phosphate of lime to grow the bones, and of cheesy, 
album inoid m atter to grow the m uscles. 
A little 
corn may be given with the milk. Such pigs never 
grow into little round dum ps of fat, but grow into 
rangv shoats. 
Yet, probably, a m ajority of our 
readers have the pigs w ithout the skitn-inilk, and 
we m ust name tile food for pigs under such cir­ 
cum stances. 
One of the hest foods for the young 
pig Is a sm all quantity of lluseed-oll m eal, a table- 
•poonful to the fifteen-pound pig, Increased as 
the 
pig grow s; lids, fed with oats and corn 
ground together, made Into a slop, will cause 
rapid grow th, but not p rem ature fattening, 
t'ol- 
ton-seed meal is {sometimes used, but we cannot 
recom m end It for young pigs. 
it Is not so easily 
digested, and It has not the sam e beneficial laxa­ 
tive effect as linseed meal, which is found to be a 
prom oter of health In the pig. 
Tilts can be pro­ 
cured at any considerable tow n all over the coun­ 
try, and those who raise and feed large num bers 
of lings can afford to send to the oil mills for it, 
and get It a t w holesale rates. 
It can be bought at 
the mills at $20 to $25 per ton, aud it is always 
w orth these prices as a food. 
It is so rich In 
m uscle-form ing m atter as to be of great value to 
feed w ith corn, which is so deficient iii this 
quality. 
Fease are also an excellent pig food, rich In 
m uscle-form ing m atter, anet can usually he pur­ 
chased at about the same price as linseed meal. 
Fease and corn ground together m ake an excel­ 
lent food, when cooked, for young ides. 
Millet, 
ground with oats, will grow young pigs without 
fattening them . 
A nother com bination of food for 
young pigs is, leu bushels of oafs. five bushels of 
corn and one bushel of flaxseed, mixed and ground 
fine together. 
Tills sm all proportion of flaxseed 
will keep the digestive organs Iii the best con­ 
dition. 
T hat m akes a ration just laxative enough 
for health. 
We have seen a herd of pigs make a 
m agnificent average growtli upon this ration in 
w inter. 
Bran and flue m iddlings are also often 
used for pigs. 
They are often used to mix with 
cornm eal, and m ake a g reat Im provem ent over 
feeding the meal alone, but pigs do not digest 
bran so well as rum inating anim als. 
We have fed 
bran to pies with profit to m ake bulk in tile ration, 
bur, as a food, we do not consider it as eood as the 
other foods 
we 
have 
nam ed. 
In 
tile sum ­ 
m er sm all 
pigs 
will 
be 
given the benefit 
of grass in 
pasture, 
and, Iii th at case, they 
are not likely to fatten 
much on any food. 
The grass and exercise change the efiect of the 
other food m aterially. Tile feeder m ust w atch tile 
effect of food upon lits pigs, and if it lias too much 
of a fattening effect lie m ust at once change the 
com bination of food. remove the m ost fattening 
p art of the ration, and substitute som ething less 
so. 
Why should not those who feed anim als so 
carefully study every elem ent iii th eir business as 
tile m aster m echanic in ids. 
Ile studies m echan­ 
ical p rin cip les; let tile feeder as carefully study 
Hie effect of foods, and know precisely how to 
apply them to produce the desired effects. 
Feed­ 
ers have, heretofore, paid so little attention to the 
different qualities of food, th at their principal 
concern was to see w hether tile anim als cat the 
food w ith a relish. 
Jt was taken for granted th at 
any food eaten readily by anim als m utt be good 
for them , and feeders did not seem fo think It 
necessary to have more than one food a t a time. 
But the last few years have shown much progress 
in studying the relative value of foods aud Hie 
m ethods of com bining them in the ratio n .—(N a­ 
tional Live Stock Journal. 


D ig estion and A s s im ila tio n of Food. 
I t has been observed of some cattle th at th eir 
droppings were very m uch in excess of those Horn 
others of like size and age on sim ilar feed. 
These 
copious droppings are not usually observed to 
come from prom pt fatteners, because the condi­ 
tion nam ed is opposed to the rapid laying on of 
Mesh. The tendency Is opposite, because, in cattle 
having this peculiarity, not a little of the n utritive 
p ro p erties of food passes rapidly through them . 
As will alw ays be observed rn anim als th a t are 
opened and exam ined after death, the contents of 
tile sm all Intestines, those first receiving the 
p artially digested food, will be found to be liquid 
in form , gradually assum ing consistency as they 
pass along through the Intestines. 
In this liquid 
state, such portions as are nutritious in ch aracter 
are in the best possible condition to be absorbed. 
W hen the ev acuationsare In excess, as they som e­ 
tim es ale, even though Hie am ount of food taken 
be sm all in quantity, no cattle beast can m ake any 
gain in flesh, and it is worse thau a waste to p er­ 
sist iii the giving of food, because tills state 
calls 
for rest, rath er 
than for any attem pt, 
alw ays 
worse th an useless, 
to force 
w eak­ 
ened organs to do th a t which they can only do 
w hen in possession of full health aud vigor. A 
very careful experim ent w as tried upon two cows; 
the object being to test thoroughly Hie com para­ 
tive pow ers of assim ilation betw een the two. The 
experim ent! continued fourteen days, each cow 
being in her sixth year, and each one close to 
loot) pounds in weight. 
Each was fed a fraction 
under 102 pounds of rye grass daily: 75 per cent. 
of this grass was w ater, so th at 356V* pounds of 
dry m atter entered the stom ach of each cow in 
fourteen days. 
The dung of one cow weighed, 
when voided, 1049 pounds, and of the other, 1000 
pounds. 
Thoroughly dried, th at of the cow giving 
offline am ount first quoted weighed J 47 pounds, 
aud from the other, 140 pounds. Tills test showed 
th a t the absorbents of one cow took up half a 
pound of Hie solid loon daily more ttian was taken 
up by the otli; r. 
Tills entered Hie blood each 
tw enty-four hours, and illustrated what will be 
lo u u u tru e of cattle the world over, th at there is a 
g reat diversity In the appropriative powers of Oll­ 
ie! eat anim als ; as great, in fact, as there is iii the 
heating power of different stoves upon the use of a 
given am ount of fuel. 
The experim ents given above show th at more 
thaD half the substance tak en into the system as 
food passed into the circulation, aud was not 
voided by the bowels. C attle feeding has not yet 
been reduced to th a t system , which prevails in 
many other branches of business, where frequent 
and thorough tests are Instituted, through w hich 
all grooiug in the dark is prevented. Our agri­ 
cultural college farm s afford the very best pos­ 
sible opportunities for m ukluk these experim ents, 
as all the appliances are a t hand, or, if they are 
not, they should be. 
The chem istry tau g h t at 
these schools has no field for experim ent so appro­ 
priate. when we tak e into account the o b je c to r 
establishing agricultural schools, w ith experi­ 
m ental farm s attached, breeding aud feeding es­ 
tablishm ents entering Into the plans. 
Such ex­ 
perim ents as arc m ade to elucidate obscure aud 
unim portant m atters, made largely for Hie am use­ 
m ent of the students, ut any rate, they do not ap­ 
pear as of any interest or value in agriculture, 
should be om itted in every case where the labora­ 
tory and the tim e of Hie class can be taken up by 
the subjects pertinent to the feeding of farm stock.

Feed in g P ice the F irst ISO Onys. 
A read er asks why pigs will som etim es grow 
Into short, dum py, fa t pigs a t nine or ten weeks 
old, and can’t be m ade to stretch out and become 
large, thrifty hogs afterw ards? 
This question involves the proper feeding of pigs 
till the fram e and m uscular system are developed. 
Tile pigs. in Hie case m entioned by our cor­ 
respondent, were, undoubtedly, plied with too 
purely fattening food belute Hie fram e was de­ 


to kill such pigs and m ake Hie m ost of them . This 
leads us to point out the proper way to feed 
pig for its first 150 days. 
Up to this age, 


W h a t to D o T ill the P a stu re C ra s s is W e ll

If either season, spring or fall, stan d s a t a dis­ 
advantage when com pared with the oilier, it is 
undoubtedly the spring, when all Hie Influences

Now, if th is is Hie 
natural sequence, or outgrow th of the conditions, 
or of any portion ot them , then it would seem th at 
all w ho had, for any considerable period, been ob­ 
servers, should be able lo anticipate resu lts—such 
as are likely to come of general conditions—and 
avoid these when not to their liking, 
lf, on the 
other hand, there are any hidden law s—invisible 
causes for visible effects—an effort should be made 
to find them out, that the farm anim als m ay enter 
upon au incom ing spring as strong and stipple as 
they usually enter upon an incom ing w inier, 
lf 
the cause or causes why cattle and other stock get 
‘‘on the lift’’ in the spring, and not upon the ap­ 
proach of w m er, can be ascertained, and if there 
is any erro r readily perceived, then he who can 
discover these should be com petent to correct 
them . 
As a rule. the m aster gets added pounds to his 
physique during w inter, while his farm beasts 
part w ith considerable of theirs. 
He gets enough 
of the outer air to invigorate his appetite, hut 
keeps much of the tim e within a tem perature modi­ 
fied by Hie use of fuel, and by this m eans avoids 
waste. 
Now,tile farm ; anim als th at are forced to 
m eet the opposite of these conditions shrink am t 
get on the lift. 
It Is clearly not such as have 
had reasonably fair protection and feed th at su c­ 
cumb. 
T here is certainly no economy in w ith­ 
holding feed p rier to the period when grass Is 
available, because flesh lost during warner or iii 
early spring must be made up upon grass later, 
through the consum ption of a large am ount of this 
grass feed. 
A given surface of pasture grass will 
sustain a much larger num ber of la vin anim als 
when they go on to It lu good flesh than when they 
are In thin condition. 
Anim ats of any age suffer 
through being forced upw ards and downwards 
alternately in grow th and flesh,, and especially is 
this tru e of young, grow lug stock. 
Cattle, horses and sw ine become hide-bound at 
this season of the year, and it should be borne in 
mind th at in this condition the digestion is a t 
fault, and the secretions are, to a g reater or less 
extent, locked up. 
The m oderate w eather likely 
to be experienced from this tim e till grass Is for­ 
ward eunuch to furnish a geed sustenance, will be 
favorable tor m aking some am ends for sh o rt­ 
comings in care and feed th at have taken place 
during the w inter m anagem ent. 
Tile penny-wise 
and pound-foolish man is now com m encing on a 
season of Hie year when there is a vigorous 
rebound in th at kind of m anagem ent. 
T hink­ 
ing to econom ize 
by 
reducing tho rations, 
under the idea th at the first grass of the season 
will answ er, has never yet failed to hurry on 
the shrinkage. 
Tins practice is like a two-edged 
sword, in that It lins Hie double effect of lowering 
the vitality of Hie anim al, and taking from Hie 
pasture at a time when it can give nothing in the 
way of feed except at great detrim ent to its future 
value. 
T his prem ature cropping is as unwise as 
it would be to harvest a crop of grain in the early 
stage of the grain’s developm ent. 
It m ay be 
reckoned as a little singular, th at so large a pro­ 
portion of farm ers seem to see it to their advan­ 
tage to practise th at m anifestly false economy of 
reducing Hie rations of grain aud hay, depending 
upon the taint apology tor grass which the first 
w atery and tender shoots atloid, In place of look­ 
ing upon the w eeks betw een now and the tim e 
when pasture grasses will be well grown, as tile 
best period w ithin Hie year tor the exercise of 
w isdom and tact in feeding farm stock.—(N ational 
Live Stock Journal. 


How W e ed s D im m ish CroD S. 
In autum n of the past year I w rote a paper for 
the purpose of po.ating Out the great im portance 
of rem oving weeds from land to which artificial 
m anures have been applied. 
It is only quite re­ 
cently th at the great Influence exercised by this 
class of vegetaiou upon thei grow th of our crops 
has forced itself upon my attention. 
The average 
yield of w heat In theS tates is about thirteen bushels 
per acre, 
if no other vegetable was allowed to 
grow upon th£ land but Hie w heat, w hat would be 
Hie yield? A rem arkable instance of the effect of 
weeds in reducing growtli is to be found I ii the ex­ 
perim ents carried on by the Duke of Bedford a t 
W oburn. 
I ii the second year of these experim ents 
a change was made in Hie m anagem ent, aud Hie 
necessity of keeping the land free from weeds w as 
not sufficiently recognized. 
The follow’tng was 
the annual produce of the sam e plats of laud 
m anured every year w ith Hie 
sam e artificial 
m anures, consisting ut potash, phosphate and 
n itrate of soua:

In 1878. the year when Hie weeds prevailed, 
Hie artificial m anures yielded one bushel per acre 
iess'th an the plat w inch was left entirely w ithout 
m anure! 
But of late y eais tile land has been kept 
scrum ilonsly clean, and it is now, in fact, eleaut r 
than my own land a t R otham stcd. Tne W oburn 
soil possesses one g reat advantage over my own, 
from the fact th a t weeding can be carried on 
w ithout Injury w hen the land is wet. 
There can 
be no doubt, how ever, th at the large produce 
which is obtained, both ut W oburn ana Rut hum- 
sled, aa com pared with Hie produce obtained by 
ordinary farm ing, is very much due to tile absence 
of weens. 
Al W oburn seven uuinaiiurea crops of 
barley, grow l** succession, have given an aver­ 
age of tw’cnly-feveu bushels per acre. 
This Is a 
product considerably in excess of w hat m ight 
have been expected from a soil which, although 
fairly riel) for Hie first nine Inches from the su r­ 
face, is very scanty and poor below that depth. 
In order to test Hie Influence of weeds, I allowed 
Hie w heat to sited its seed on about hail an acre of 
land at the top of my experim ental w heat field. 
The c r o p - which ii cut would probably have 
yielded sixteen bushels tier aero—has therefore 
resown 
itself, 
aud 
will 
have 
to 
contend 


to 
the 
best 
of Its ability w ith any weeds 
w hich spring up. 
in w riting some tim e ago upon 
Hie dependence of the human lace for th eir ex ist­ 
ence upon some annual plant bearing a cereal 
grain, I pointed out how very much Hic grow th of 
such plants depended upon the care and attention 
of m an; and I suggested th at if a field of corn 
w ere left to its own resources it was quite possible 
th a t not one plant would be found In the field a lte r 
to u r or five years. 
Time will show w hat will ac­ 
tually take place In Hie present case. 
From the 
appearance of the land, and the prevalence of 
couch grass and other weeds, I should think th at 
the present crop would be a very sm all one indeed, 
and probably the last th a t would grow at all. 
Tile 
rem ainder of Hie field—now under its forty-first 
crop—looks exceedingly well. 
Up to the present 
tim e the w inter has been warm arid the rainfall 
m oderate. 
These conditions have favored Hie 
form ation of nitric 'Cid w ithout the risk of m uch 
being washed aw ay, while the w arm th has allowed 
th e roots to grow continuously, 
lf I have m ade 
it tolerably plain th a t artificial m anures are 
too costly to be 
used 
with 
the 
result of 
grow ing weeds, 
It is 
necessary to consider 
w h eth er they should be used at all, and. if used, 
in w hat m anner this can be done so as to avoid 
w asting them upon tire growth of weeds. 
By far 
Hie largest am ount of the m anure used in Eng­ 
land is applied to Hie root crop, and ibis is a crop 
w hich the farm er keeps as free from weeds as 


san s, puu>puaies 
UUU ammonia ui im m ies iu 
m angels, we find a great dent more of these sub­ 
stances taken up by the plant than we should lf 
we applied the sam e salts to w heat, or, In fact, to 
any other crop grown. 
But m angels are not 
grown to any extent in the States, and I am far 
from say ln g th at they ought to be g io w n ; it would, 
how ever, appear th a t if more active m anures are 
used, witli the intention of growing larger crops. 
the Increased grow th of weeds m ust be expected, 
and their destruction m ust be provided for by the 
selection of such crops as will adm it of the use of 
the horse hoe throughout the sum m er.—[Sir J. It.

Celery Is a p lan t deserving a place In every 
k itchen garden. 
A side from its value as an 
agreeable relish upon the table, It possesses valu­ 
able m edicinal properties, especially for rheu­ 
m atic affections, and 
it is 
claim ed 
for it 
th a t its free use will not only cur* rheum atism , 
but prevent its developm ent in the system . 
One 
reason why It has been so little cultivated in the 
farm er’s 
garden 
has been th a t Hie m ethods 
of cultivation claim ed to be necessary have In­ 
volved so great labor and nicety of m anipulation. 
But these, like m any 
other things 
form erly 
practised, have been found to lie unnecessary, 
and 
have 
beeu 
generally 
discarded 
for 
sim pler 
and 
m ore 
natural 
m ethods. 
Tile 
following 
directions followed will en­ 
able any one to grow a crop either for Iii-* own 
use or for m arket. 
Tile seed, which is slow to 
germ inate, should tie sown as early as the ground 
Is In suitable condition in a seed bed, the soil of 
w hich has been m ade rich amt fine. 
It should 
be sown In rows. so that Hie 
round can be kent 
free from weeds aud the young plants aided in 
grow tli by frequent stirrings of the soil. 
They 
should be thinned out. and transplanted so as not 
to stand closer th an two or three Inanes in the 
row. 
When three or four inches high the tops 
August, taking Hie place of an early crop th a t 
has 
been 
harvested. The 
ground in 
which 
they are to he set should be plough or spaded 
deep and m ade rich 
abd 
mellow. The row s 
should be about four feet apart, aud Hie plants set 
six to eight Inches ap art in the row. 
The form er 
practice of setting In deep trenches, requiring a 
g reat deal of labor to dig, bas now been largely 
discarded for level setting or a shallow trench like 
a; single furrow of a one-horse plough. 
All Hie 
effect of the 
deep 
trench can 
be secured 
by gradually hanking up with earth as the plant 
should be clipped off to make them stocky iii 
grow th. 
Tiiey will ► e ready for setting from the 
m iddle of dune on, and may be set as late as 
m akes grow b. care being taken to press the 
stalks and leaves closely together as the earth is 
draw n np ana pressed around them , to prevent 
Hie dirt getting betw een them. 
J lie first banking, 
which should be m ade In about six w eeks after 
setting, should reach about one-third the length 
of the stalk*. This should be Ire Heated at intervals 
of a few days until only the tops of the leaves are 
visible, when it will soon be lit for use. 
T h at 
portion which it Is intended to keep for w inter use 
may have but the first banking, aud then ne 
allowed to grow undisturbed until fall, w hen it 
can be bleached In a cellar aud used as needed.—

Straw berries by th* B arrel. 
I do not claim th a t the Idea of raising straw b er­ 
ries from barrels Is original with me, but as there 
seem s to be a desire to know how to raise this 
luscious fruit In this way, I herew ith give the 
m odus operandi. 
T ake an em pty barrel of any 
kind, except a salt barrel, aud bore it full of Inch 
holes, com m encing six Indies from the bottom , 
and having Hie holes six inches apart. 
T he b ar­ 
rel should have one sound head in it. From sev­ 
enty-five to I o(> holes can th u s he made in an ordi­ 
nary-sized b arrel. 
N ext, procure a length of old 
stovepipe and punch it full of holes. Set th is length 
of pipe iii the centre of the barret, and fill it w ith 
sheep m anure. 
Four in sufficient rich, mellow 
d irt around the pipe to fill up to the first tier of 
holes, Hie plants being prepared by cu ttin g off 
all the large leaves, and Hie decayed and bruised 
roots, leaving only 
the green bud or crow n. 
T h ru st this bud through the hole la the barrel 
from Hie inside, spreading the roots out on the 
dirt. A fter the first tier of the holes are filled, 
pour In dirt up to the next tier of holes, then set 
out another row of plants, and soou till the barrel 
Is filled, a row of plants be ag put around the top 
of the barrel, letting the crown of tliei plains pro­ 
ject over the top. 
This com pletes Hie straw berry 
bcd. All th at Is now necessary Is to pour a 
bucketful or two of w ater every other day into the 
stovepipe containing the m anure. 
The advantage 
of raising straw berries on a sm all scale, In this way 
are m anifold. 
A n y o n e having room enough to 
set two 
or three barrels eau raise berries 
enough for quite a large fam ily, as vines culti­ 
vated in this way will yield much more bounti­ 
fully 
than 
when 
set in the open ground. 
Straw berries thus grown require no after culture, 
as no weeds or runners can grow so as to do any 
injurv. As fast as runners m ake their ap p ear­ 
ance they should be cut off w ith the shears, as 
they exhaust Hie vitality of the parent plant. 
B erries grown in this way are alw ays clean and 
tree from grit. 
Plants can be set out at any tim e 
wben they can be obtained from the runners, 
w hich are the only proper < aes to use. 
Any fam ­ 
ily can have a straw berry plantation, as th e ex­ 
c u s e is trifling. 
W henever a fam ily w ishes to 
move they can set th eir berry patch on a dray and 
take it along with them .—[Pacific Press. 


S ele ctin g Seed C orn . 
The question of seed is of such vital im portance 
to the ag ricu ltu rist th a t an experience of m ine 
m ay be of some in terest to those who are investi­ 
gating this subject for facts. 
In selecting seed 
cora I have learned some. things of late th a t are 
at variance w ith tho old established rule, w hich 
was law when I was a boy. Tills was to take the 
seed front the m iddle of the year, rejecting th a t at 
either end as unlit for seed. 
I have m ade it a 
practice when /ceding corn from the crib, (and 
this I Have done for some years,) to save those 
ears for seed th a t showed unusual excellence. 
I 
believe th a t in this way the stan d ard of my corn 
crop has been raised very m aterially, and the corn 
has been of good quality and the cars Uniform In 
size and appearance. As no kernels from the ends 
of the ear were planted, It seem ed reasonable tosup- 
pose th at the im provem ent w as owing to the seed 
th at this should be credited witli bringing 
about Hie desirable results. 
Howev er, a year ago, 
when about drilling in my beet seed, it occurred 
to me, th a t by mixing corn with It, the beets 
would require less thinning, aud the corn, coining 
up quickly, a horse could be put to cultivating 
some days eat lier than usual, as the corn would 
indicate the rows distinctly. Tins I did, expecting 
to pull the corn as soon as Hie beets appeared. 
I 
drilled in, witli m e beet seed, corn th at was use­ 
less at corn planting tim e, the small and irregular 
kernels from Hie tip and b u tt ends of the ears.T he 
ground was in line condition, mellow and well 
m anured. The corn cam e up quickly, the beet 
seeds did no t; 
in fact, m ost of them never 
cam e up a t 
all. 
W here 
there 
w ere 
no 
beets 
the 
corn 
was 
left 
to 
grow. 
It 
was w onderful how th a t corn grew. 
T here 
was only a simile stalk iii a place, but it ‘‘stooled,” 
until at cutting time, the single stalk had in­ 
creased to an arm ful. 
More than this, and it was 
a surprise to me, the average num ber of ears of 
corn upon a stalk exceeded the average in Hie 
corn field proper, and the ears were equally large. 
M orever. Hie corn In the beet field was ripe from 
a w e e k to ten days earlier than the oilier. 
The 
difference betw een the two fields was so notice­ 
able th at strangers passing by supposed I bad two 
d istin ct kinds of corn, the corn grow ing with Hie 
beets being by tar the m ost desirable. One so 
grounded iii the old way of selecting seed corn 
as I am whll probably continue to choose seed as 
heretofore, though on a sm all scale, I shall exper­ 
im ent fu rth er.—[Country G antleniau.

dig tip aud cultivate about them thoroughly, after 
which apply a good m ulching, aud see th a t it Is 
kept on during the sum m er. 
Fine large cu rran ts 
and lots of them will be tne result.—[Ohio Farm er.

dustrial suprem acy of G reat Britain. 
T h at nation 
prom otes railroad building and Irrigation w orks in 
India, to secure a com petitor witli R ussia and Hie 
U nited States, ensure an unfailing supply of cheap 
bread, and turn to advantage Hie resources of our 
W estern prairies. 
We build our own railroads, 
and run a reckless race of com petition with 
Hie ryots of India, 
the 
fellahs 
of 
E gypt 
and all the serf labor of the world, for the boasted 
privilege of delving rotation, reducing the rate of 
yield, and showing th at we can carry w heat 5000 
miles to m arket and accept low er prices than any 
o ther nation. 
And we do this while com m itting 
Hie al surdity of saving th at we cannot com pete 
witn F ian ce and G erm any in the production of 
sugar beets, Willet) would introduce rotation into 
M innesota and D akota, give variety in cropping, 
establish cattle feeding and provide fertilization, 
and double Hie average yield of w heat. 
And 
we shall need this year more than every dollar 
of the w heat and flour exports to buy fo reig n 
sugar, and will soon need the proceeds of pork 
products iii 
addition. 
This sugar Incubus is 
today 
more 
titan 
tw ice 
Hie 
burden 
of 
Hie national 
debt, and is 
Increasing. 
With 
one sugar-beet 
factory in California, 
w h ich 
Is tills season turning out about 1,3U0,000 pounds 
of sugar, tiiere is no physical or financial reason 
why there should not bo 'lobo. 
W ith our present 
capacity for production there is need of some­ 
thing on Willet, to expend productive energy 
besides corn and hogs, cotton and w heat.

M any bee-keepers’ conventions, State, local and 
national, have been organized and conducted with 
enthusiasm . N ot ouly is the consum ption of boney 
greatly increased at home, but a large foreign 
trade In Hie article bas spiting up, which is 
checked only by Hie lack of supply. 
T housands 
alt through Hie laud are aw akening to this source 
of revenue otherw ise w asted around them . T here 
s g reat probability th a t erelong the m arket will 
be supplied with a superior article of sugar made 
from honey, besides its use In its natural state. 
A lready the honey statistics of our country are 
enorm ous. 
Bees 
w ere 
first introduced 
west 
of Hie Rocky m ountains in 1853. 
W ithin these 
tw enty-seven 
years 
the 
nam e 
of C alifornia 
has become associated w ith im m ense quanti­ 
ties of honey. 
Mr. J. S. H arbison 
read ied 
New York in 1876 with his great shipm ent of 
honey, produced iii ids six apiaries iii san Diego 
county, Cal. 
This shipm ent consisted of ten c ar­ 
loads, each containing 20,000 pounds, or 200,000 
in all. 
In Los Angeles county, we are told, there 
are not less 1 bun 200 apiaries and over 12,000 
(lives, from which over 500,000 pouuds oi surplus 
honey are taken annually. 
T he income of Mr. J . 
S. H arbison, derived from honey alone, is said to 
be more than $25,000 tier annum over and above 
all expenses. 
In the State of New York, C aptain 
J. E. H etln ringtail of Cherry V alley sold, in 
1874. over 58,000 pounds of honey from his own 
apiaries; and Adam G lum of Jefferson, W ts., as 
much 
m ore. 
In the year 
1878, Mr. G. 
M. 
D oolittle of O nondaga county, N. Y., reports 
th at he 
secured 
11,177 
pounds of 
honey 
from sixfv-seven hives of bees, being an average 
yield of 106% pounds per hive. 
Of two stocks 
w orked solely for ex tracted Honey one gave 556 
pounds, the second 3U1 and the third 286, m aking 
in all 890 pounds of box honey from th ree hives. 
Mr. Doolltle. the recipient of the m edal for holily 
at the N ational Bee-keeper’s Convention in New 
York city in October, 1877, thus closes his report 
for the y e a r: “ In conclusion we would say th at, 
w ith a practical apiarist, bee-keepiug is profitable 
business, even a t lite present prices of honey. We 
have cleared nearly 
$6000 for our bees, free 
from all expenses, w ithin Hie last live years. How­ 
ever, bee-keeping only pays when our pets are 
properly cared for, aud lf any one cannot spend 
Hie am ount of tim e required he had b etter keep 
out of tile business.” _____ 


Tw o Lots of L a m b s P er Year. 
In Hie spring of 1882, after w ashing our sheep, 
supposing th a t no evil would result from it. we let 
the ram run with our breeding ew es (then sucking 
lam bs dropped from M arch 15 to A pril 15) until 
shearing. 
In the fall, about N ovem ber I , fifteen 
or eighteen of these sam e ewes dropped lam bs, 
the result of letting the ram ruu w ith them from 
w ashing to shearing tim e. 
W hen we began feed­ 
ing for the w inter we fixed a place In one of the 
stables so the lam bs could enter and Hie ewes 
could not, and sprinkled some bran aud salt iii the 
trough. V ery soou the lam bs learned to go there, 
aud iu a short tim e they would run from their pen 
to get th eir rations as greedy as a in te r of pigs 
for a mess of milk. We fed them liberally through 
the w inter, an a they cam e out in the spring iu fine 
condition. Encouraged by their nice appearance we 
turned our ram with Hie ewes again on Hie 9th of 
May, and will try our hick again with fall lam bs, 
A t w ashing tim e this spring we w asiied the lam bs, 
thinking we would shear one or two, and if 
thought profitable would sheer the whole lot. 
The first one clipped a fleece th a t weighed exactly 
five pounds. 
Encouraged by this we sheared tho 
other tw elve, and from the lot got filty-four pounds 
of wool, which we sold wiUi oilier wool at the 
sam e price. 
Some of the advantages, we think, 
from raising fall lam bs would be the groat dem and 
as early lambsf for the butcher. 
The lam bs, learn­ 
ing to cat so soou, do uot rely on milk so 
much for their support, 
thus 
relieving 
tho 
dam s from such a d rain ou th eir system , and 
coming 
through 
the 
w inter in good condi­ 
tion, 
go 
on 
grass 
w ithout 
checking 
their 
grow th, as is very often Hie case with spring lam bs 
when weaned and turned on dry feed, as m ust 
necessarily be done in th at season of Hie year, be­ 
sides the wool will m ore th an pay for w iiat they 
consum e through the w inter, as I am satisfied 
w as tru e in my case. 
T he ewes cam e through the 
w inter In fine condition, and when I w eaned the 
lam bs they w ere in m uch b etter condition than I 
ever had ewes when Hie lam bs w ere w eaned in 
the fall, and sheared an averageof 7 11-25 pounds 
p er fleece. 
A lot of thirty-tw o yearlings, w intered 
witli the ewes, clipped an average of UVs pounds 
per head, all nicely-w ashed wool, and all sold at 
m arket prices. 
I would say to tiiose who are pre­ 
pared to properly care for fall lam bs to give it a 
trial. My sheep are high-grade m erinos. 


Currants* 
T here is no other fru it so common on the farm 
as the currant. 
Its hardiness and adaptability to 
all conditions accounts for this to a considerable 
extent, w hile the excellent quality of the fruit 
m akes it m ost deservedly popular w ith all. 
W ere 
it not so hardy and tenacious of life it would not 
he so commonly found on the farm , for, as a rule. 
the care given it is very slight. A row of busiies 
is usually found alongside the fence, or betw een 
Hie apple trees, where Hie roots are hound w ith 
ever-eiieroachlug sod, and Hie whole institution 
sm othered by weeds and grass. They will con­ 
tinue to exist under 
all 
these disadvantages 
for years, 
yielding a scanty crop of inferior 
quality. 
Like all other plants the cu rran t will 
am ply repay thorough and constant cultiva­ 
tion. 
Its dem ands Iii the way of care are not 
exorbitant, yet they m ust not be neglected. As to 
location oi Hie bushes, Hie grow er can consult his 
own convenience, for they will do well in an open 
space, or am ong other trees, win iv not too much 
shaded. 
I Hunk it b etter to have them partially 
shaded, as the fruit will grow larger and ripen off 
more evenly in such locations. 
If given an open 
space In the garden, Hie Hushes can be b etter 
attended to in most cases, winch will often more 
than offset the benefit derived from the shade of 
the trees. Aside from keeping Hie grass and weeds 
from the roots, Hie ground should not be dis­ 
turbed im m ediately about the plants, for the 


only for w hat the acre will actually grow, but for

in

The 
work on one aero affords 
the basis for careful calculation and planning for 
Hie work of the entire farm. 
If a problem aiises 
as to w hat eau be aoue with tills or that crop, un­ 
der such and such circum stances aud conditions, 
Hie trial acre is Hie blackboard on which it can bo 
worked out. 
Much eau be learned from reading 
and from observing the work of others, but th at 
mail is best equipped for success who adds expe­ 
rience to observation, and proves for him self 
w hat others have found to be true. —[Spirit of the 
Farm .

Fa ct* W orth K now ing. 
In trim m ing grapevines it should bo rem em ­ 
bered th at the wood of this season’s grow tli will 
be the portion to bear next year, and enough of it 
should be left on the vine for th a t purpose. 
The 
object of trim m ing is to rem ove only the super­ 
fluous wood, and tne vines should uot be cut too 
close. 
As a rule we should plant the varieties of corn 
th a t we know will ripen in Hie localities in widen 
we live, aud which will a t the sam e tim e retu rn 
the g reatest yield. 
A fan n er who last year grew 300 bushels of 
m angels, rem arked the other day th at lie should 
grow 1000 bushels the coming year. 
He grew 
them for cows, but finds them excellent for sheep, 
horses and pigs. as a change from dry or concen­ 
trated food, 
T here is a considerable am ount of 
sugar in m angels, and they possess the advantage 
over other beets of being, in good condition for 
feeding till late Iii the w inter. 
“ I have noticed tarred tw ine and willows rec­ 
om m ended for binding corn -stalk s. 
I think I 
can propose a better substitute than either for 
those who are using a tw lueblnder: save the strings 
from straw -stacks this w inter. 
They are less 
trouble than grass,and never slip. 
Tie a knot in 
Hie end of the tw ine will) your knee on Hie bundle, 
then slip the other end through in Hie form ot a 
bow, tak e off your knee and the spring of the 
bundle will draw the knot tight. 
F ull the bow 
and use again. 
Mr. N. A. F atterson, thinking th a t the com m er­ 
cial m anures sold often contain more sand than it 
is profitable to pay freight on, asks lf. In the cities 
w here Hie m anures are m anufactured, a m ixture 
cannot he made up of concentrated plant foods, of 
which about 150 pounds, to cost $10, mtxed«wiUi 
a ton of w ell-iotted m anure, would give as much 
plant-food to tile crops as In a ton of com m ercial 
fertilizer, costing $30. 
A ton of average super­ 
phosphate contains 
about forty-six pounds of 
nitrogen, 230 pounds of phosphoric acid in various 
degrees of solubility, and forty pouuds of potash, 
iii all 815 pounds oi these plani-foous. 
A ton of 
average yard m anure 
contains 
about 
twelve 
pounds of nitrogen, five of phosphoric actu aud 
nine of potash. 
It would take, therefore, nearer 
300 pounds of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and pot­ 
ash to be added to a ton oi stable m anure, to m ake 
up an am ount of plant food equal to w hat is con­ 
tained in a ton of average superphosphate; aud, 
m oreover, freight would have to be paid on more 
than double th at weight, for it is utterly Impossible 
to handle and tran sp o rt these plaut-ioods iii any 
suitable form for m anures, except iu 
certain 
chem ical com binations of them , which are from 
two to three tim es as heavy as Hie nitrogen, phos­ 
phoric acid and potash th a t they contain.—[Dr. 
G. V. Caldwell. 
H ens that are to produce th e eggs for hatching 
purposes should be separated from the flock and 
fed differently. 
This m ust be done quite early In 
Hie season, so th a t the fowls may becom e dom es­ 
ticated in their qu arters before producing the 
eggs. 
Tills is necessary, because any change or 
removal of laying hens hinders the production of 
eggs, 
lf iu full laying, it will alm ost entirely 
break them up, and it will be some tune beiore 
they .com m ence again. 
Avoid overfeeding as 
m uch as possib c. 
They should have good lood 
ana plenty of it, which gives vigor to the egg aud 
strength to Hie shell. 
H orses’ feet need especial care during Hie w et 
w eather of spring. 
Dry their feet and legs before 
putting them in Hie stable. 
If they are allow ed to 
siaud witli muddy feet and fetlocks, cracked heels 
wilt be the result. 
Corn, potatoes aud other crops which are planted 
in lulls, have been found by experim ents m ade iu 
late veals, to yield more from a given am ount of 
fertilizers if these are spread broadcast aud well 
w orked through the soil. 
Coru throw s out roqts 
a foot loug before the plants are half a foot high, 
and potato roots m eet betw een row s before any 
tubers are form ed. 
H ence the practice of placing 
Hie m anure rn a narrow Hill puts it w here the roots 
do not get it. 
Try the experim ent both ways. 
Cabbage eau be grown on any good land, p ro ­ 
vided It is well m anured. 
No soli is more suitable 
than freshly-turned sod properly prepared. 
To 
p e n e c t the large varieties a d e e p rich soli and 
abundance of m anure are necessary. 
T he W in- 
n tngstadt will nourish on light soil and m ake 
hard heads under alm ost any condition. 
Celery as a field crop pays well on the right so rt 
of soil and under proper cultivation. Any rich, 
m oist loam capable of bolding m anure will grow 
it. 
To raise big crops the ground m ust he very 
rich. 
We m ean by this th a t sixty tw o-horse loads 
of w ell-rotted stable m anure to the acre, well 
w orked in, is none too much to put on the ground 
w here celery Is to be grow n. 
P lan t on this 
ground, after m anuring, early potatoes or early 
cabbage, and keep them clean. 
A fter this crop is 
rem oved plough and prepare for celery. Apply 
Hie sam e dose every year, and look for a crop of 
celery every time. 
Experience lias tau g h t m any farm ers the im­ 
portance of corn fodder to furnish food during the 
dry w eather in sum m er aud after the frosts of 
autum n. 
It will fill the stom achs and the milk 
pails which otherw ise m ight go em pty. 
P ut in a 
lot of it. 
it w ill never come am iss lia st or W est. 
P lan t in drills, aud not so thickly but th a t Hie 
stalks will grow naturally, so as to m ake sm all 
ears. T hus there is a b etter developm ent of sugar 
and tbe juices are richer. 
W hen sowu broadcast 
the s u lk s are soft aud lacking rn substance, aud 
not bali so valuable. 
Sw eet corn is tne best, aud 
early aud later varieties will lengthen out tbe 
season and cive a greater benefit. 
Tile farm er 
who acts on tne above bints need not w orry about 


" S o lu b le ” P la n t Food. 
A postal card Inquirer w ants to know why we 
prefer insoluble fertilizers to soluble ones. 
We 
dou’t. 
W e w ant our p lan t food to be all availa­ 
ble, aud to th a t end we do uot w ant it too soluble. 
lf it is too soluble (like n itrate of soda, for in­ 
stance), it will leach out of the reach of Hie roots 
of young plants before they can get it. 
Such very 
soluble fertilizers are only suited to perennial 
crops like grass, or a t least to biennials, like win­ 
ter g rain ; and upon Hie latter they should not 
be 
sowu 
until 
spring. 
But 
tills inquirer 
doubtless 
referred 
to 
tile 
so-called 
“ solu­ 
ble” or acid phosphate. 
This is soluble when 
applied, but in tw enty-four lionrs it reverts to th at 
less soluble form which it is the fashion to call in­ 
soluble for the purpose of m isleading people. 
Phosphate of lime made soluble by sulphuric acid 
is corrosive, and not only cannot be taken up by 
the feeding roots of plants, but will destroy such 
as come in contact with it. 
If it did not revert it 
would poison 
Hie 
land until w ashed out by 
ram s. 
T he solitary advantage claim ed for this 
acid phosphate is th a t for the few’ hours it re­ 
m ains soluble it d istributes itseit b etter through 
the soil. 
W hen it lias reverted, it is In the same 
condition as the phosphates 
in dung, guano, 
ground bone and South C arolina phosphate. 
Iii 
these form s phosphoric acid costs from two to five 
cents a pound. 
In Hie "soluble” form it costs 
from ten to fifteen cents a pound. Can any farm er 
afford to p a r from eight to ten cents a pound to 
have ids phosphoric acid 
‘‘soluble” 
for only 
tw en tv-four hours? H ad he not b etter buy, as he 
can, three or four tim es as much of the less solu­ 
ble with the sam e m oney? This question is the 
whole question.

W illiam akene, K entucky, says too much clay 
m akes a tough, cold soil, which m ay be im proved 
bv addition oi vegetable m atter, either as green 
crops, especially clover or cow peas, which is best, 
straw or m uck, aud, if convenient, evfcn sand or 
stone-coal ashes, all of which act m echanically to 
m ake a clay soil m ore porous to adm it aud give up 
w ater to plants, aud also hold Hie sun heat. 
The authorities at tbe Iow a A gricultural College 
m ake the following classifications of the relative 
values of various foods as m ilk producers: Corn, 
p er IOO pounds, 50 ceu ts; oats, OO cen ts; barley, 
53 cen ts; w heat, 65 ceu ts; w heat bran, 70 cen ts;

T he English fan n er, during a dry spring, feeds 
oft his w heat by sheep, in order to put it, hack and 
stren g th en it. 
The w heat farm ers of the country m ay as well 
realize the fact th at the day bas come when they 
have got to m eet greater com petition than they 
ever had. 
India is more than doubling up lier 
w heat export every year. 
Labor there costing 
only sixteen cents per day enables them to raise 
aud bandle grain a t m uch lower cost than the 
A m erican farm er, 
The tim e has come when the 
interests of not only the farm er dem ands, but 
every business in tho couutry;requires, th a t the 
railroads should co-operate with the farm er to 
enable him to hold a share of the grain trad e of 
th e world. 
It lias alw ays been understood Iu this country, 
says M eehan, th at a tran sp lan ted tree is safer 
for being pruned, bul the pruning generally con­ 
sisted o f shortening in all Hie brunches, strong as 
well as w eak. 
But it is now found th at the tree 
should uot be shortened in, but m erely thinned 
out. 
All the w eaker branches should be cut out, 
and Hie strong ones left. 
I t is uot possible lo 
pouud th e earth too tig h t about a transplanted 
tree. 
This work is all there is about gardening which 
I aread. The practice, however, is nearly obsolete 
now, since we have some dw arf varieties th a t 
nearly fill the whole bill. 
A nother objection is 
th a t the brush harbors weeds aud presents a dis­ 
agreeable feature in the garden. 
Tim cham pion 
of E ngland Is a variety, however, th a t lovers of 
pease don’t like to do w ithout. 
These require 
sticking, aud to do such work I take uu iron rod 
about a half-inch thick aud live feet long, one end 
sharp and slim. 
W ith this I can punch hoies 
along tim rows of pease very rapidly and eas.ly, 
into which I stick Hie brush. 
Also for setting 
poles for Lim a beans or grapevines I use a spike 
m ade of wood, iron pointed, aud ring on upper end, 
driven w ith sledge ham m er to m ake holes, iu 
w hich set the poles before planting the beans or 
grapes. 
Thus a little headw ork saves m uch hard 
labor. 
Tills is the way I plant m elons and such tender 
plants as are difficult to tra n sp la n t: T ake eggs, 
m ake a big bole in Hie large end and a sm all cue 
in the sm all end; blow out the contents, till tho 
shell with riel) soil, plant five or six melon seeds 
in each, set in a box ami tilt'iii around Hie rows of 
sliells with earth, w ater enough to keep m oist: 
don’t pour any w ater in the shells, or the ground 
will bake. 
As the w eather gets w arm er set box 
In sun sheltered trom wind, thin to two plants in 
a shell; when warm enough lift the sh ells; crush 
them carelully aud transplant. 
Every one will 
grow. 
Mr. E P. Roe regards sm all fruits as a m eans 
of m aterial and physical grace in m ultitudes of 
hom es, as conducive to higher spiritual condition.

A t th e tinyq 
w iien Judge H arden first took tb e oath of office h* 
was th e youngest m an th a t had ev er been a p p o in te 
to tim t high position, and be has rem ained upon th) 
bench ever siuce.

have bud charge ot tho Rochester Foundling 
Asylum. 
Each of these years had witnessed 
deaths from enteric diseases until 1882. 
In tho 
early summer of that year I said to Hic matron: 
•feed your babes once in three hours during 
the day, and give them water as often as lh. v will 
take it.’ 
The summer came and went. aud when 
the autumn frosts had conic I congratulated lier 
on the result of our plan. 
Not a child had died 
and not a serious cast* of diarrhoea h id occurred/ 
‘Yes,’ said she, ‘but it did seem cruel to feed 
those babes but three times a day.’ 
She had 
actually carried out my Instructions as sno bird 
misunderstood them. 
Instead of once in three 
hours, she thought I said three limes a day.” 
Thus It appeals that by the blunder of an old 
woman the physician in, charge was instrumental 
iii causing the reform in the Rochester Asylum 
which I have been preaching for ten years, plead­ 
ing everywhere, in season aud out, for, viz., three 
m eals a day of cow’s milk for every hand-fed 
bane. 
Three moderate meals of cow ’s milk Is as 
liberal for an Infant as three meals of beef 
bread 
and vegetables 
for 
an 
adult.

I have succeeded in Inducing a good many parents 
to adopt the iliree-meal system for their hum ones 
some at as early a period as fisc weeks, with the 
result of taking them out of the doctors’ banda 
ending their alim ents, aud giving them health and 
comfort. 
A pint of cow ’s milk (lf rich hi cream a 
few horns rising should be removed) is a round 
ration for an ordinary Lu be at six months, aud 
seldom would more be required, never a ar. at 
deal more. 
Yet most babies nave double this 
amount.

this city every year, seven-eightns of them of tatty 
degeneration—obesity,!

V eiveteen, lf well selected, Is a very 
good substitute for plush; and a bordering bf 
dark, rich colors, brightened* by lighter shades 
and showing gleams of gold hare and there, can be 
produced witn biis of old trimming, a little gold 
thread, embroidery silks, arrasene and a few 
spangles. 
A band of handsome cretonne outlined 
with gold is very effective, and - mall round tables 
Hut have outlived their usefulness eau be trans­ 
formed with such a covering into something "rich 
and rare” for beautifying a dark curlier.

little sunshine. 
In a y.u,.g.- .ut, or small grounds of two or more 
lots, there often is no good | lace for bowers ex­ 
cept along the walk from lh.- gate to the front. 
door, winch is Hie one place above all others 
where a flower-bed never should De made. 
In a 
small lawn the walks shun d he ,s Inconspicuous 
as possible. 
lf they. are outlined by aflower bor­ 
der, they are cut off ti oui tile surrounding space, 
and Hie effect is unpleasant, for one U naturally 
led to wonder whether or not ne won d he equal 
lo laking a flying lear riverine border if lie wished 
to reach the green, grassy space beyond. 
In arranging the bens all complicated designs 
should he avoided, for, excepting in large spaces 
and under experienced hands, they seldom give 
•atlMucttbn. 
One or two sm all crescent or diamond-shaped 
bells cut out of Hie turf and planted fora mass of 
c lor nu ke an effective showw * n ut a small space 
it the surroundings are rishi; but it Hie grounds 
are cut up with trees and shrubs irregularly

diamond shaped beds, one should be planted with 
hriuut-colored geim inim s, and 
the other with 
varieties of coleus or with verbenas, and each bed 
should he edged xvi,h sw eet a h s mm or soincorna- 
im ut ii while-leaved plant. 
Toe geranium bed 
should be wed lilied, but not overcrowded, with 
scarlet geraniums, and care) should betaken that 
no rose-co ored ones get mixed iu with Hie scarlet, 
or the beauty of the bed will lit* spoiled. 
The 
follow tug-named varieties are all good 
bloomers:

The effect of the verbena bed, provided it Is 
some distance from the one containing the scarlet 
geraniums, is not spoiled lf several colors arc 
used. Bearlet, deep red, white, very dark purple, 
and pink blend well together. 
Ii tile bed he planted iii coleus tile following will 
give good satisfaction and variety in color aud 
shape of leat : Black Filii©*, Multicolor, Churm, 
\ civet Queen. Crimson Velvet, Fascination. .Spot­ 
ted Gem, Brilliant and Mrs. W ilson. 
Along the division wall or fence is a good place 
for a flower-bed. and quite a number of small 
beds call be scattered around in various nooks 
ana corners, provided cure be taken to avoid a 
patchy effect. 
The bed along the south side of 
the north wall, if the sun strike it for several 
hours during the morning, will lnrnisii un abuu- 
due** of flowers for cut Hug. The plants which 
WIL flourish hest iii such a situation, and which 
are most desirable for cutting, are vincas, sweet 
alyssum, camly-tuit, ageratum, cen t rant lins. mign­ 
onette, pansies, verde, as aud small-flowered petu­ 
nias, for annuals, and from amongst bulbs aud 
greenhouse 
plants, 
heliotrope, feveriew, rose 
geraniums, tuberous begonias, lantana, tuberoses, 
anemones and monthly roses. 
The following 
named plants will grow with a very small amount 
of sunshine, and will thrive rn a bed nude along 
the north side of the south wail, ll It gel Hie early 
morning ana tor about nu hour: 
Mignonette, 
Adonis (listtvalls, whit la via, uemophila, clarkias 
aud pansies, 
ll the sun do not reach the tied ut 
a1 it limy still be turned to account by planting it 
with terns, which will furnish desirable green tor 
decorations. 
Banate# planted in a shaded place will bloom all 
summer long, and b* covered with largo flowers 
tim ing the very hottest Weather, while those 
which hioomed under the spring sunshine show 
liny flowers, lf any, in tneir more exposed situa­ 
tions. 
lf iho sun sniue against tho south wall of 
the house, Hie reflection nukes the heat so m- 
lense that few* plants will live in a bed nude be­ 
side it; hut lf the bed be rightly prepared, aud 
filled with geraniums or heliotropes, those sun- 
loving plan s will make a wondertul grow th. 
'Hie 
ground must he spaded deep, aud well enriched. 
Tin* bed should not be more than a tftot fir six 
Inches wine, ann should have a Hie or board edge 
all around it, which extends several Inches above 
and below the surlace of the bed, and Is perfectly 
water-tight. 
It is very little trouble to pour a 
bucketm l of water on Hie bed every evening after 
sundown, when needed, and the result will be a 
perfect vvcultn of blooms even in hot, dry weather. 
Small ceils can he nude on tho Sunny side of a 
shrub or tree, or in Hie corner formed by steps 
and porch or h o u se wall. 
These may be planted 
la sweet alyssum or mignonette, or they may hold 
a clump of gladioli or of tuberoses. 
It is surprising how much sweet alyssum or how 
many pansies can be cut iroin a small bed not 
more than a loot square. One reason why beds of 
tins size and a Utile larger do not prove a success 
is because they are not dug deep enough. 
A good 
many amateur gardeners scratch a little place ou 
the top ol tho gi utind, put in a plant or two and a 
few seeds, aud then wonder why they never have 
any success with flowers. 
W hatever this sir. , shape or situation of the 
beds. the soil must he well looked after, and Its 
condition adapted as near as possible to the needs 
ot the flowers which are to he planted In them. 
The ground must be nude loose aud Hell to a con­ 
siderable depth. 
The smaller the bed the deeper 
it should be dug. 


. .ell anting me summer ... 
early in the fall

H ostly young plants, or about thirty varieties.

p u nts for winter blooming. 
As lo val (cli* s, three of the finest which I have 
grown are Anna Soon, new. single, a dais. velvety 
red. shaded with purple; Dazzler, single, well de­ 
scribed by Hie name, a dazzling scarlet with white 
eve and ext.a large flowers; Ernest I,auth. double, 
it heautlHtl shade pf crimson tinted with violet, 
very la ge truss. 
The three varieties named, with 
me. h ive been ire** bloomers, winter and summer, 
ana should be Iii every collection. Oilier tine 
varieties,-of which I etui sp** g from experience, 
arc I auntie Uiceu, New GtUlica. Gambeitu. New 
Life, Margie Ha I lock. K icluid Brett. 
I expect to 
add argely to my list of varieties in tile spring.—

T re a tm e n t o f S eeds. 
n a v e any of your readers ever remarked the 
effect which dry treatment has on newly-sown 
-feds when they vegetate? In nine cases In ten, 
the first thing the cultivator does after sowing a 
pot of seeds is to water them thoroughly. Some 
even steep certain seeds in watei previous to sow- 
mg, which may be advantageous in certain cases; 
hut I ain tar Hum thinking that Immediate soak­ 
ing of newly-sown seeds is beneficial. 
I first 
noticed this in the case of melon aud cucumber 
seeds, viz., that those seeds which were not 
watered for some days alter sowing germinated 
must freely aud most healthily. Those winch were 
wed watered when sown were weakest ai d palest 
In the tollage, un the difference was quite appa­ 
rent to any one. 
Since men I have carefully ab­ 
stained lroin w a le 'lug ail seeds we are particular 
about until they have hegtiu to swell aud burst 
their scales. Several physiological explanations 
of this suggest them selves; but here I only state 
the fact tout seeds are better not watered till some 
little time atter being sown. 
This may not appear to be a great matt*-; but I 
know that in the case of flue seeds, sown under 
class, there are often great disappointments, and 
much depends on management. 
Tile seedsmen 
or the quality of the seeus, are not so often to 
blame as people sometimes think. No cultivator of 
experience expects more Hun a liberal percentage 
of his seeds to grow,while some are always doubt­ 
ful; but, unless the sowing is managed skil.ully 
many things may fail partially or altogether. Uov- 
eelug seeds too U. eply is one of the most ferule 
causes of failure; many a failure Is due to this 
and the cause Is never suspected. 
The seed should, In me first Instance, be sown 
ou a perfectly level aud even surf;*©**, aud men 
sprinkled over with a compost put through the 
finest oi sieves. 
I am speaking of seeds like those 
of me primulo, cineraria, lobelia, carnation and 
calced .iris. It does not mat ter so much wha’, kind 
of compost the seeds have got under them, but 
that above Ib m should always ne fine aud open, 
Consisting in large pal tor sand and peat, or leaf- 
mould, which will he found suitable for covering 
any seeds. 
But. rather Hun put too great a depth 
of even this light compost over very small seeds. 
It is better to barely cover them, out of sigilt, ami 
place a sheet of newspaper over the pan or box till 
vegetation takes place. 
The only object of cover­ 
ing seeds seems to be to keep them moist, and 
tills can be effected with a paper cover only laid 
over Hie box. Begonta seed is otteu sovvu in this 
way, it being too line to be covered. 
N ext to these matters comes watering. A pot 
or pail of fine seed Is soon cleared by a car- less 
waterer or an awkward watering-pot. 
The rose 
of the watering-pot siiould be very tim-, consisting 
ol many holes, us small as they eau be bored so 
that it will just deliver the water in a gentle apr iy 
or mist, and not with sufficient lorce to dislodge 
the seeds or disturb tim surface of me soil. 
8eeu- 
pans siiould never be bloated with water, or the 
likelihood is the seeds will all swim to olio corner 
and that many of them wilt be buried aim never 
come up. 
The rules to be observed i i i the case of 
out-door seeds—flower seeds aud vegetables—are 
the same. Sow when the soil Is in an opeu, triable 
slate, and cover thinly, in proportion lo trie vari­ 
ety of seed. Fease will push through three Inches 
or four lad ies of soil, hut. more will vege ate unde*’ 
less top weigtit, especially in heavy soils. 
The 
nature of the soil should always receive attention 
Seeds sown iu light, satidy soil are safe under a 
depth that would kill Hu m In a stiff soil.—[Vick.

G rant 
cam e Into this firm, and afterw ard raised his In­ 
terest to $100,000, p art of w hich Is said to have 
represented his tw o other sons, Jesse*and Fred. 
The 
G rants w ere poor 
business 
men, and 
did not know m uch about W ard's operations. Mr. 
Fish becam e dazzled w ith W ard’s financial genius, 
and probably am endable to his superior will. 
W ard was the whole firm of G ran t Sc W ard, p racti­ 
cally, and after he had am assed a $1,000,000 he 
also becam e a great pow er In th e M arine Bank. 
His dashing speculations and grow ing w ant of 
scruples, som e say. finally ruined him, and lie 
drew on the M arine B ank to stop his fall, and M r. 
Fi*h shut it up, satisfied th a t he had said “no” too 
late. 
T h e P r e s i d e n t i a l N o m in a tin g : C o n v e n t io n s , 
are so close th a t you will w ant to h ear about the 
S tate of New York and lier Intrigues for the presi­ 
dency.

m em ber th a t Cleveland w rote a letter to John 
Kelly, entreailug him, for the interests of the 
party, not to send Gl ady back. Grady was beaten 
ju st the sam e, and the attack s on Cleveland would

Oakes Ames said: "H ere are 
seine fellows poor as rats who are giving me mil­ 
lions, and It will be a shifty tiling for me to let 
them into tho construction com pany, and besides, 
if I do som ething for them , I eau look them la th o 
face occasionally.” 
I contend from my experience in W ashington 
over a long period of years, th at it is unsafe to 
public character to go back and look Into the oper­ 
ations im inedlarely following the war. 
They a r t 
like looking into the long past of a m arried couple. 
No good is to come out of discovering ail Infidelity 
overlooked a t the time, long since condoned, aud 
now m ere ancient history. 
And I have not m uch 
respect for the public journalist who, instead of

Tlie letter enclosed a copy ot tile res­ 
olution adopted by the State Convention of G reen­ 
back Laborers. 
R esolved. T hat th e delegates from tile S tate of N ew 
York be and they hereby are in stru c ted not to east 
th eir vote for any candidate for P resid en t or Vice- 
P resident in the N ational Convention to be beld at 
Indianapolis, May 28. 1834, unless such candidate lias 
first openly and reliably consented to accent the 
nom ination if tendered to him by said convention, to 
stand on tile platform of principles it adopts, and to 
rem ain in th e field as th e candidate of Hie party it was 
called to rep resen t u n til Hie polls close on Tuesday, 
N ovem ber 4, 1884. 
Mr. Jones w rote to G eneral B utler: 
A num ber of th e delegates from New Y ork arc ad­ 
m irers of your record on m any public m easures, and 
w ould like to vote for you in the convention and at 
the polls, provided you deem it consistent w ith your 
present duties, opinions on public questions, and poli­ 
tical associations to com ply w ith th e requirem ents set 
forth iu this resolution. T herefore, in order to enable 
the delegates from tills S tate to aet intelligently, you 
are respectfully requested to com m unicate to m e for 
publication, or to m ake know n directly through Hie 
public press, u t your earliest convenience, your views 
on tlie subject m a tte r contained in said resolution, as 
it relates to vour being nom inated as candidate for 
P resident of th e U nited S tates by said convention. 
" I suppose tile letter m ust be a hoax,” said 
G eneral B utler. 
" I cannot conceive or such a 
perform ance done in seriousness. 
This country 
has been running about a hundred years since it 
began to have Presidents. 
It has had every four 
years P residential nom inations and a considerable 
num ber of national conventions of all sorts aud 
sizes of people and of all sorts and sizes of parties. 
Yet nobody ever thought of asking before such a 
question as Jones proposes to ask me.

• But,” continued G eneral Butler, “ the whole 
m atter is sim ply a jest.

WHERE ST R A W B E R R I E S CROW. 


G e n e r a l 
G o o d 
C o n d it i o n o f t h e C rop * In 
Mouther!! Monroe* o f th e F r u it. 
" I am happy to say th a t th ere is every prospect 
of a good straw berry crop th is season,” said tho 
largest receiver of straw berries In the city. “ I 
have ju st returned from a tour of inspection 
through the straw berry-grow ing sections of V ir­ 
ginia, M aryland and D elaw are, and have found all 
Hie crops prom ising well, and ‘coming off’ a few 
days earlier than last y ear.” 
“ W here do the early straw berries come front?” 
“ We occasionally receive afew early berries from 
C harleston and F lorida via Now York, but tile 
earliest we receive direct, in large quantities, are 
from Virginia. 
Fifteen crates arrived today by 
the Norfolk boat, a n i w ere sold generally ful­ 
fil ty cents jier quart. A tow berries come from 
Hie Jam es river, but a very large proportion of 
them are grown w ithin tw enty miles ut Norfolk. 
Tile next straw berries we receive come from 
M aryland and D elaw are. 
They are grown prln- 
cipally w ithin six or eight miles of Hie D elaw are 
& M aryland railroad, betw een Crosileld, Md., and 
Clayton, Del., a distance of about IOO milos. 
If Hie M aryland and D elaw are berries are very 
late, we m ay receive the fruit from V irginia 
for an 
entire 
m onth, 
but if 
they chanco 
to be early, thousands, yes hundreds of thousands 
of quarts of G eorgia berries will not pay for tho 
nicking, aud are allowed to rot on Hic plants. 
A 
little later, we receive berries from New Jersey ; a 
little later still, from Long islan d ; and then corno 
natives. 
B orneol the Southern b u rie s an* fine, 
but none of them are equal to our le st natives. 
A fter natives, we receive some front Portland, 
Me., and last of all from the Provinces. 
Tile 
crops, as you see, come along in rotation, Hie pick­ 
ing season in each section lasting, on an average, 
hut about tw o weeks. 
Including Hie Charlestons, 
we now have berries iii lins m arket from about 
M arch I to A ugust I .” 
"H ow do juices range?” 
“ W eather, supply, quality and condition are Hie 
four factors which affect juices. 
B erries may be 
cheap when they are scarce, on account of their 
condition, and they may be high when they are 
plentiful, owing to their unusually fine condition. 
W hen they are plentiful and iii poor condition, 
they are, as perhaps you can im agine, very cheap. 
I have sold line Norfolk berries from ten cents to 
#1 25 jier q u art by Hie crate.” 
“ W hat are Hie annual receipts lit tills m arket?” 
"W ell, roughly, from Virginia upw ards of half a 
million q u a rts; from M aryland and D elaw are, 
I,OOO,OOO; from New Jersey, 200,DUO; aud from 
Long Island, 800,000 to 1,000,000. 
We receive 
more native berries, I believe, than we do from 
any other one section, though how m any more it 
would lie difficult to say. 
Very few, com para­ 
tively, are received from Marne aud the Pro­ 
vinces.”

HIS 
FIRST 
PASS. 


[From the History of the Thirty-sixth M assachusetts 
Regiment. 
A fter the assault on Ju n e 15,1 8 0 4 , which re ­ 
sulted in the capture of a portion of the Confede­ 
rate line in front of P etersburg, the enem y con­ 
structed a new line in rear, connecting Hip en­ 
closed w orks and redoubts of tile old line still in 
his possession, which were on our left. 
The prin­ 
cipal w ork, known as# Shand House redoubt, was 
very strong, and able to resist a most determ ined 
assault, was nearly half a mile in front of his new 
m ain line, projected as a salient. 
The only prom ­ 
ise of successful assault seemed to lie 1u capturing 
the line of breast works connecting this redoubt 
w ith those on the left. The portion of the rebel 
lines In our front extended aloug the crest or a 
deep and narrow ravine n ear tile Sliana house. 
T he position was very strong, and defended, as 
we afierw ards learned, by five T ennessee regi­ 
m ents, com posing the T hird Brigade of Bushrod 
Jo h n so n 's division of infantry, supporting a bat­ 
tery of 'artillery. On our left two guns in a re­ 
doubt com pletely entiladed Hie line of approach. 
The position seemed im pregnable, and failure 
would doubtless be attended w ith fearful loss of 
life. A successful assault, how ever, would force 
the enem y to abandon the red o u b ts; and G eneral 
B urnside believed Hie w orks could be storm ed lf 
the troops could be form ed in the ravine w ithout 
the Knowledge of the enem y. 
To G eneral Potter, Hie gallant com m ander of 
th e second division of Hie N inth Corps, was tills 
m ost arduous and desperate task assigned. 
He 
im m ediately prepared for Its execution. 
In order 
to reach the position it was necessary to m ake a 
wide uetour to the right. This of Itseli was a most 
d.fficult m ailer. 
The slashing of pine Umber pre­ 
sented a serious obstacle, and Hie ground was full 
of gullies aud ravines, and lu m oving over them 
the com m and was much scattered. The enem y 
kept up an annoying aud Incessant picket fire. 
which Increased Hie difficulties of Hie movement. 
A w are that a hazardous undertaking was being 
executed, the men m aintained the utm ost quiet, 
and obeyed every order w ith prom ptness and pre­ 
cision. 
A t length, nearly an hour p ast m idnight, the 
colum n reached the head of the ravine, and the 


H u n g r y an d T t i n r o n c h l y E x h a u s t e d 
men threw them selves on toe ground to gain, if 
possible, an hour’s rest. They had enjoyed no 
rest for more than forty-eight hours, and realized 
full well the terrible business the returning light 
w ould billie. 
M any In the brief half of th at sum ­ 
m er night closed th eir eyes in w hat proved to be 
th eir last earthly sleep. 
Many, doubtless, saw iii 
dream s for the last tim e the laees of the dear ones 
at home. 
But all did not sleep. 
Tiiese thought of 
the past, of their childhood and homes, of th*e 
day w hose daw n they w ere aw aiting—a day to re­ 
ceive its secoud baptism of p atrio ts’ blood! 
And 
who shall say that these tru e souls w ere uot filled 
w ith the sam e exalted devotion to freedom and 
country which anim ated ibo heroes of B unker 
Hill as they toiled on th a t m em orable night ut 
Ju n e, 1775? 
But to sleeping and w aking, the night waned 
apace. Tile moon which had been slilulug brightly 
Dow cast long shadow s, and d arkness settled in 
the ravines. 
The rebel pickets til our front grew 
drow sy, and through w eariness ceased their firing. 
N’o sounds were heard save the d isiant rum ble of 
w agons and artillery, Hie trickling of the brook 
in th e ravine, and 
Hie 
subdued 
breathing 
of 
the 
worn 
and 
w eary m en. 
Tho m ists 
from Hie stream ascended cold and gray, com­ 
pletely obscuring the troops. 
The 
favorable 
m om ent had arrived. 
Now lf the lines could 
he form ed in Hie ravine success seem ed certain. 
This, how ever, was m ost delicate business. 
Tile 
enem y’s pickets were on Hie Hillside only forty 
feet distant, while above, upon the crest of the 
ravine, seventy-five feet beyond, stood Hie iii* 
trench m en u filled w ith men. T he least noise or 
ludiscieiion would betray our presence, and draw 
a m urderous fire from the w orks above. Success 
depended ou secrecy. 
Profound silence was en­ 
joined. 
T he tin dippers and canteens were placed 
in th e haversacks to prevent the tell-tale jiugle. 
M uskets w ere loaned, hut not capped; bayonets 
fixed, and orders elven th a t not a shot m ust be 
fired until tile w orks w ere readied. 
The ineu were now thoroughly aroused, and all 
signs of w eariness disappeared. 
The regim ents 
w ere one by one moved down the brook-side Into 
the d ark ravine, and soon the lines were form ed. 


G r i f f i n ’ s I t r i g n d e H a s o n H ie R i g h t , 
w ith th e Seventeenth V erm ont, E leventh New 
H am pshire and T hirty-second M aine in the front 
lin e ; the rem ainder supporting C urtin’s brigade 
on the left, with Hie Second New York Rifles, the 
T hirty-sixth M assachusetts and Forty-elcbth Penn­ 
sylvania in the front line. Tile second New York 
Killes bad the right, th e T hirty-sixth the centre 
and tile F orty-eighth the left. 
Tile rem ainder of 
th e brigade w ere to support th e front line. 
G rif­ 
fin was to charge tow ard the house bearing to th e 
rig h t; C urtin to bear to the left tow ard the 
redoubt. 
The hour fixed for the assault, 3 o’clock, drew 
on. 
T he w ord, forw ard, was w hispered, and with 
cat-like steps the m en advanced. 
A fence ob­ 
stru cted th e advance of our brigade, and In at­ 
tem p tin g to rem ove it a rail was accidentally 
dropped, and instantly a half-dozen shots from 
th e w orks above revealed the fact th a t the enem y 
w as on Hie alert. 
F or a m om ent the plan seem ed 
fru strated , but a death-U kc quiet reigned in our 
line, and soon Hie enem y becam e reassured. 
A gain, cautiously and quietly, the men crep t 
forw ard. 
A t the given signal they rose erect, 
rushed for the picket line, aud carried it in an In­ 
stant. 
Then, with one loud, ringing cheer, like a 
billow of the ocean, irresistible and deadly, tin y 
dasliea on up tile lull. 
Ou they went, right into 
bot flash of m usketry and sm oke of cannon, re­ 
gard less of the wounded aud the dead, iegardle>s 
of the fire, w ithout a shrub to shield them from 
th e w ithering blast. 
A fierce though b rief struggle ensued a t the 
w orks. 
A s the rebel com m ander was pulled over 
th e breastw ork as a prisoner ne shouted to his 
m en, “ S tand firm! T heir rignt is all gone!” 
H ie 
Second New York had broken in the first lire and 
left our rig h t badly exposed. 
The Fifty-fifth was 
sen t forw ard to protect the right, and the Flfty- 
cightli M assachusetts extended the line to the 
left. 
T he enem y discovered the break in our line, 
aud began a sharp cross-fire upon the regim ent. 
At in is critical m om ent Captain Sm ith, com m and­ 
ing the regim ent, w ith w onderful presence of 
m ind, turned tow ard the left aud shouted, a t the 
lo p ot his voice, 
••Falrbunk.! B ring Up Y our B rigad e!” 
a t th e sam e m omeut yelling “C harge!” Tile ruse 
b aa its desired effect, and before L ieutenant F a ir­ 
bank could hurry his brigade of eight m en of Com­ 
pany K from Hie left Hie enem y w avered, our men 
leaped Hie w orks at a bound, and captured ail tho 
defenders who did not take to their heels. 
In the desperate struggle acts of individual gal­ 
lan try and heroism were perform ed which tim e 
w ould fail to recouut. 
The line was carried and the enem y were driven 
from the breastw orks, th e redoubts, and from a 
second line w here th .y attem pted to rally. F our 
pieces of artillery w ere captured—tw o by tho 
F orty-eighth P ennsylvania and our regim ent; one 
by the Seventeenth V erm ont, and one by the 
E leventh New H am pshire; also th e colors of the 
five regim ents defending Ute line, COO prisoners 
an a more than 1500 m uskets and equipm ents and 
am m unition. T he colors of tile Fourteenth New 
Y ork Heavy A rtillery, lost in Hie attack the night 
before, w ere recaptured, nor w ere these Hie only 
tro p h ies oi the victory—.hi im port nt point had 
been carried ; the rebels had been forced to take 
a n ew position; the biland H olts:. Avery House, 
and more than a mile of ground were now in our 
possession. 
it was a g reat victory, but not w hat It m ight 
have been. 
it was Hie old story over again—a 
m ost spirited and gallant attack w ithout adequate 
supports. 
Had a single corps been on tile ground 
in position, or h id the division winch was ordered 
to support us been reudv to auvance, the fearful 
caruage of the two succeeding days would doubt­ 
less have been pr« vented and the long, tedious, 
w asting, moody siege of Petersburg m ight have 
been a olued. 
None who participated iii that attack will fall to 
rem em ber the m orning of the 17rli of J u n e while 
life shall last. 
It was the m ost brilliant aud suc­ 
cessful engagem ent In which the regim ent Had 
ever had a p a rt; and yet in m any re-pects It was 
one of th e saddest days ol our history. Though 
lite victory was ours, it had been purchased at a 
heavy cost. 
The num ber of the regim ent engaged 
was less than ninety men. m any having fallen out 
exhausted In Hie booed m arch from tile Jam es: 
y e t Horn th at sm all num ber three were killed aud

Favorable Responses from 1000 Posts 
of the Grand Army. 


The endorsem ent of so m any posts of the G rand 
A rm y of the R epublic of M assachusetts, together 
w ith the favorable reception they m et w ith at 
W ashington, caused the com m ittee of John A. 
Andrew Po«t, 15. G. A. R., lo enlarge th eir held 
of operations, and they determ ined to see to w hat 
extent lite posts of the G rand Army of the country 
at large would endorse their action.
